ACTION  OF  TEE  GENERAL  CONVENTION  IN  1865. 

“  The  missionary  field  which  the  providence  of  God  opens  to  our  Church 
is  immense,  and  the  supply  of  ministers  and  candidates  for  tne  holy 
ministry  is  utterly  insufficient.” 

“  If  the  treasury  of  our  Mission  Board  were  full  to  overflowing,  we  have 
not  ordained  ministers  enough  to  meet  the  immediate  demand.” 

“In  the  judgment  of  this  House,  there  has  never  been  a  time  in  the 
history  of  our  Church,  when  the  demand  for  missionary  effort  at  home 
and  abroad  was  so  urgent  and  imperative  as  at  the  present  moment ;  and 
we  earnestly  call  upon  our  constituents  in  every  diocese  of  this  Church  to 
arouse  themselves  to  realize  the  exigencies  of  the  hour  and  to  labor,  and 
give,  and  to  pray  with  a  freer  heart  and  more  fervent  zeal.” 

“Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
member  of  the  Church  to  consecrate  a  definite  percentage  of  his  income  to 
the  advancement  of  the  cause  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

“ Resolved ,  That  systematic  and  frequent  offerings  by  persons  and  parishes, 
according  to  their  ability,  must  be  mainly  relied  upon,  under  the  Divine 
blessing,  for  the  enlargement  of  the  benevolent  operations  of  our  Church. 

“  Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  clergymen  in  charge  of 
parishes  to  bring  their  flocks  as  near  as  practicable  to  compliance  with 
the  spirit  of  the  Apostolic  direction  to  the  Church  of  Corinth  :  1  Upon 

first  day  of  the  week,  let  every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store,  as  God  hath 
prospered  h  im  and  that  to  this  end  the  clergy  bring  the  subject  specially 
to  the  attention  of  the  people,  some  time  during  the  Advent  Season  of  each 
year. 

“ Resolved ,  That  the  clergy  be  requested  to  read  the  foregoing  resolu¬ 
tions  to  their  congregations,  at  the  time  of  bringing  the  subject-matter 
thereof  to  their  notice.” 


OUR  EIGHT  YEARS’  WORK. 

We  have  aided  and  supported  324  men,  169  of  whom  have  been  ordained, 
and  are  giving  good  proof  of  tbeir  piety,  ability  and  culture. 

Many  more  will  soon  be  prepared  for  ordination. 

OUR  MANAGEMENT. 

Our  whole  work  is  done  by  one  paid  officer  and  many  volunteer  helpers 
at  the  smallest  possible  expense,  and  this  is  met  by  private  subscription, 
so  that  every  dollar  collected  in  the  Churches  goes  directly  to  the  students. 

OUR  NEEDS. 

We  have  a  large  number  of  men  depending  upon  us,  and  many  new 
applicants  for  aid,  and  shall  need  for  the  current  year  from  $30,000  to 
$40,000.

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EIGHTH  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


Church  of  the  Ascension, 

New  York,  October  16,  1874. 

Friday ,  10  A.  M. 

The  Eighth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Evangelical  Edu¬ 
cational  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  was 
held  at  the  above  place  and  time.  There  were  three 
sessions,  all  of  which  were  characterized  by  very  spirited, 
able,  and  interesting  discussions  of  the  work  and  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  Society. 


FIRST  SESSION. 

The  first  session  was  held  at  ten  o’clock  A.  m. 
Bishop  Whittaker,  of  Nevada,  was  called  to  the  chair, 
and  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer.  The  Bev.  George 
Z.  Gray,  of  New  Jersey,  was  elected  Secretary  of  the 
meeting. 

The  minutes  of  the  annual  meeting  of  1873  were  read 
and  approved. 

Mention  was  made  of  the  death  of  the  Bight  Bev. 
H.  W.  Lee,  d.  d.,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents;  the  Bev. 
W.  Sparrow,  d.  d.,  an  Honorary  Secretary;  the  Bev. 
James  Pratt,  d.  d.,  and  John  Bohlen,  Esq.,  members  of 
the  Board  of  Managers. 
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THE  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fales,  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Managers  be  requested  to  have  prepared,  and 
printed  with  the  Annual  Report,  such  notice  of  our  deceased  officers  as  they 
shall  deem  fit. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Falkner,  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  requested  to  have  the  Charter  of  the  Society  ex¬ 
amined  by  legal  authority,  to  e  •  if  it  contain  any  clause  which  would  prevent 
the  Society  from  aiding  the  “  Church  ot  Jesus,”  iu  Mexico. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dyer,  of  New  York, 
the  Board  was  also  requested  to  consider  the  propriety 
of  making  certain  changes  in  the  Charter,  in  regard  to 
the  name  and  the  object  ot  the  Society,  and  the  tilling 
of  vacancies. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Duncan,  of  Maryland, 
that  the  chair  appoint  a  Committee  to  nominate  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Duncan,  of  Main¬ 
land;  Jones,  of  Massachusetts;  and  Neilson,  ot  New 
Jersey,  were  named. 

The  committee  reported  the  following,  who  were 
unanimously  elected  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers:

On  the  motion  of  the  Secretary,  the  following  names 
were  added  to  the  list  of  Honorary  Secretaries. 
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Rev.  J.  A.  Aspinwall,  Brooklyn ;  Rev.  Reese  F.  Alsop, 
Pittsburg;  Rev.  W.  H.  Neilson,  Trenton. 

The  Treasurer’s  Report  was  presented,  showing  an 
increase  of  about  $2000  over  the  receipts  of  the  previous 
year,  and  a  balance  in  hand  of  $652.09.  It  was  stated, 
however,  that  the  continued  business  depression  made 
it  unwise  for  the  Board  to  increase  its  roll  of  students 
at  the  present  time.  On  motion,  the  Report  was  ordered 
to  be  examined  and  printed. 

The  Secretary  read  his  Report,  which  contained  a 
thorough  discussion  of  the  work  and  the  principles  of 
the  Society. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  McKim,  of  Virginia, 
to  adopt  the  Report,  with  thanks  to  the  Secretary,  a 
prolonged  debate,  of  a  very  interesting  and  practical 
character,  was  called  forth.  The  chief  speakers  were 
the  Rev.  Drs.  McKim,  Morsell,  Peterkin,  Dyer,  Nichol¬ 
son,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Stuart,  Dalton,  Platt,  Duncan, 
Falkner,  Fales,  Jones,  Edwards,  Gray,  and  Jerome. 

The  motion  was  carried  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cotton  Smith,  of  New 
York,  the  Board  of  Managers  was  instructed  to  print 
the  Doctrinal  Statement  of  the  Report  in  tract  form,  for 
general  distribution. 

Bishop  Whittaker  was  obliged  to  leave  the  meeting, 
and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dalrymple,  of  Maryland,  was  asked 
to  preside.  The  Rev.  Asa  Dalton,  of  Maine,  read,  by 
request,  a  very  spicy  essay  on  the  question,  “  To  what 
extent  should  pecuniary  aid  he  granted  to  young  men 
who  are  preparing  for  the  ministry  ;  the  proportion ,  not 
the  amount  of  the  aid  ?”  After  a  few  general  remarks 
upon  the  essay,  the  Society  took  a  recess  for  an  hour. 
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SECOND  SESSION. 

The  second  session  met  at  three  o’clock  p.  m.  The 
Rev.  Dr.  Peterkin,  of  Virginia,  was  called  to  the  chair. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Nicholson  then  discussed,  in  a  very  able 
and  thorough  manner,  the  question  which  had  been 
submitted  to  him,  “  What  is  a  call  to  the  ministry ,  and 
what  are  the  qualifications  for  a  successful  ministry  V 
The  subject  was  discussed  at  some  length  by  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Habersham,  Gibson,  Duncan,  Edwards,  Morsell, 
Matlack,  Yocom,  Jones,  Huntingdon,  and  Packard. 
The  essays  were  ordered  to  be  printed. 

The  essay  feature  of  the  meeting  having  proved  such 
a  great  success,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  appointed  last  year  on  Topics  and  Essayists  be 
continued,  and  requested  to  arrange  for  another  year. 

The  Committee  consisted  of  the  Rev.  Drs.  Newton, 
Paddock,  and  Nicholson,  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Society. 


THIRD  SESSION. 

The  third  session  was  held  at  half-past  seven  o’clock 
p.  m.  The  Rev.  Dr.  John  Cotton  Smith,  of  New  York, 
presided  by  appointment.  He  opened  the  meeting  by 
giving  out  a  hymn.  The  Rev.  Dr.  S.  A.  Clark,  of  New 
Jersey,  read  a  chapter  from  the  Bible,  and  a  few  appro¬ 
priate  collects.  A  second  hymn  was  sung.  Extracts 
from  the  Annual  Report  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Robert 
C.  Matlack,  the  Secretary,  showing  that  the  Society  had 
been  greatly  prospered  during  the  past  year,  and  ex¬ 
pressing  the  opinion  that  the  Distinctive  Principles  of 
the  Society  were  rapidly  growing  in  favor  in  the  Church ; 
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that  there  were  already  about  eight  hundred  of  our 
clergy  who  had  avowed  their  sympathy  with  them,  and 
that  the  number  was  constantly  increasing. 

Excuses  were  made  for  the  absence  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
A.  H.  Vinton,  of  Massachusetts,  and  ex-Governor  Ste¬ 
venson,  of  Kentucky,  who  had  engaged  to  address  the 
meeting.  The  one  was  detained  by  the  meeting  of  a 
Committee  of  the  General  Convention,  the  other  was 
confined  to  his  room  by  sickness.  The  Right  Rev. 
Thomas  M.  Clark,  d.d.,  of  Rhode  Island,  was  introduced, 
and  made  a  very  able  and  thorough  reply  to  the  objec¬ 
tions  often  urged  against  Education  Societies. 

The  Bishop  demonstrated,  by  facts  and  figures,  that 
the  Church  was  necessarily  dependent  upon  such  Socie¬ 
ties,  not  only  for  her  best  clergy,  but  almost  entirely 
for  the  education  of  her  Ministry.  After  the  singing  of 
another  hymn,  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Cotton  Smith  addressed 
the  meeting,  dwelling  mainly  upon  the  life  and  services 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  E.  Montgomery,  whose  sudden 
death  had  cast  a  gloom  upon  the  community. 

The  collection  was  taken  up,  and  the  benediction  was 
pronounced  by  Bishop  Clark.

EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Managers  present  their  Eighth  Annual  Report 
to  the  Society,  feeling  grateful  for  the  Divine  blessing  which  has 
attended  their  work  for  another  year. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENT. 


[For  tabular  statement  see  Treasurer’s  Report.]

We  have  received  considerable  sums,  during  the  year, 
for  the  R.ev.  Dr.  Riley,  of  Mexico,  and  others,  which  do  not 
appear  in  our  general  summary,  as  they  were  at  once  passed 
over  to  the  persons  for  whom  they  were  intended,  and  will  be 
duly  acknowledged  in  their  Reports. 

OUR  STUDENTS. 

We  entered  upon  the  year  with  60  students;  we  have  since 
adopted  24.  We  have  lost  by  withdrawals,  on  account  of  sick¬ 
ness,  change  of  purpose,  etc.,  11.  We  have  had  ordained,  15; 
leaving  on  our  roll  at  present,  58.  We  have  now  in  the  min¬ 
istry  169  men,  including  several  who  have  completed  their 
course  of  study  since  they  resigned  their  connection  with  our 
Society.  From  this  large  addition  to  our  constituency,  we  may 
reasonably  hope  for  generous  contributions  to  our  work  within 
a  few  years. 
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OUR  WORE. 

The  Board  is  not  merely  a  collecting  agency,  which  dispenses 
its  funds  to  every  young  man  who  is  commended  to  it  as  a  stu¬ 
dent  of  theology  in  our  Church.  We  meet  monthly  to  examine 
applications  and  testimonials,  to  discuss  the  qualifications  of  those 
desiring  aid,  to  receive  reports  from  the  Secretary,  who  corres¬ 
ponds  with  the  students,  visits  the  institutions  where  they  are 
engaged  in  study,  and  maintains  such  intercourse  with  them,  and 
their  pastors  and  professors,  as  will  keep  us  advised  of  the  cha¬ 
racter,  spirit  and  progress  of  every  one  under  our  care.  Our 
work,  indeed,  is  one  of  great  labor  and  responsibility,  requiring 
constant  watchfulness  and  care,  that  we  may,  as  far  as  possible, 
educate  only  such  men  as  seem  to  have  peculiar  fitness  for  the 
great  work  before  them,  feeling  deeply  impressed  with  the  fact 
that  the  great  need  of  the  Church  is  not  so  much  more  men,  as 
a  more  devout,  earnest,  educated  Ministry. 

PERMANENT  FUND. 

This  fund  has  been  increased  by  the  bequest  of  $5000  from 
the  late  James  L.  Reynolds,  of  Chicago,  who  had  been  a  gener¬ 
ous  contributor  to  the  Society  for  some  years.  The  total  amount 
of  this  fund  in  cash  is  $18,000,  which  is  invested  in  Pittsburg 
and  Allegheny  City  Bonds,  paying  seven  per  cent. 

We  have  also  had  bequeathed  to  us  by  the  late  Samuel  Lewis, 
of  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  real  estate  valued  at  $40,000. 
During  the  life  of  the  widow  and  a  brother  and  sister  of  Mr. 
Lewis  they  are  to  receive  jointly  $1100  a  year  of  the  rental  of 
the  property.  The  balance  comes  to  us.  At  their  death  the 
entire  property  reverts  to  the  Society  in  fee  simple. 

This  fund  is  ever  kept  before  the  minds  of  our  wealthy  lay¬ 
men,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  reach  a  very  handsome  sum 
within  a  few  years,  putting  the  work  of  the  Society  on  a  more 
permanent  foundation,  and  in  a  measure  relieving  our  treasury 
from  the  embarrassments  incident  to  the  great  business  depres¬ 
sions  common  to  our  country. 
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OUR  CHARTER. 

The  Charter  of  the  Society  has  been  found  to  contain  no  pro¬ 
vision  for  filling  vacancies  which  may  occur  among  the  officers, 
or  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  between  the  annual  meetings. 
We  would,  therefore,  suggest  that  the  following  clause  be  added 
to  Section  5  of  the  Charter: — 

“  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur,  either  in  its 
body  or  among  the  officers  of  the  Society,  between  the  annual  meetings.” 

While  the  Charter  is  under  revision  it  may  be  well  to  call 
attention  to  the  following  points : — 

First.  The  full  legal  title  of  the  Church  is  not  given  in  Sections 
1  and  3,  where  the  name  of  the  Society  is  given. 

Second.  The  character  and  the  object  of  the  Society  are  not 
set  forth  with  clearness  and  distinctness  in  Section  3,  so  that  our 
work  is  understood  by  some  to  be  that  of  giving  a  general  edu¬ 
cation  rather  than  that  of  aiding  divinity  students.  It  is  thought 
the  more  important,  by  our  legal  counsel,  that  this  Section 
should  be  amended,  in  view  of  the  large  Permanent  Fund  which 
we  are  accumulating. 

Third.  It  has  been  suggested  by  many  of  our  friends  that  the 
name  of  the  Society  is  not  particularly  appropriate.  It  does  not 
indicate  that  our  work  is  confined  to  aiding  theological  students. 
We,  therefore,  submit  to  your  consideration  the  propriety  of 
inserting  the  name  of  the  Society  from  which  this  originated, 
“ Divinity  Student's  Aid,”  so  that  our  full  name  shall  be  Evan¬ 
gelical  Educational  and  Divinity  Student’s  Aid  Society. 

BUSINESS  DEPRESSION. 

The  effects  of  the  monetary  panic  of  last  fall  are  still  felt 
by  us,  in  common  with  the  other  great  benevolent  societies  of 
the  country.  While  we  commend  the  hearty  interest  and  self- 
denying  generosity  which  have  been  manifested  toward  the  work 
during  the  past  year,  giving  us  larger  receipts  than  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  and  bringing  us  to  this  date  free  of  debt,  yet  we 
cannot  hide  the  fact  that  a  trying  winter  is  before  us. 
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We  have  found  ourselves  utterly  unable  to  secure,  after 
great  effort,  the  large  balance  in  our  treasury  with  which  we 
usually  enter  upon  our  fall  work.  We  are  also  constantly  re¬ 
ceiving  letters  from  our  most  generous  churches,  and  most 
liberal  individual  contributors,  regretting  the  protracted  busi¬ 
ness  depression  which  will  make  it  almost  impossible  for  them 
to  give  much  beyond  their  own  parishes  during  the  coming 
winter.  Under  these  circumstances  we  have  not  felt  justified 
in  adopting  the  many  students  who  are  now  applying  to  us  for 
aid,  as  one  of  the  fundamental  rules  of  the  Society  forbids 
the  incurring  of  debt.  The  present  financial  condition  of  the 
country  is  doubtless  providential,  and  it  may  be  wise  to  consider 
the  bearings  of  this  adversity  upon  us.  Should  it  not  make 
us  even  more  careful  in  selecting  our  beneficiaries  ?  and  more 
watchful  of  their  expenditures  ?  should  we  not  always  have 
before  us,  as  our  chief  aim,  the  character  and  fitness  of  the  men, 
rather  than  the  number  to  be  added  to  the  ranks  of  the  Ministry  ? 
Doubtless,  the  temptation  to  enter  the  ministry  of  our  Church 
is  very  great  to  an  ambitious  young  man.  To  become  a  divinity 
student  is  an  economical  way  of  securing  a  superior  education ; 
it  is  a  ready  entrance  upon  an  easy  literary  or  other  professional  ca¬ 
reer;  a  speedy  introduction  into  good  society,  and  a  comfortable 
settlement  in  life  ;  and,  alas  !  a  short  road  to  position,  influence 
and  power. 


OUR  PURPOSE. 

Our  position  has  been  misunderstood  and  misrepresented,  and 
it  therefore  becomes  necessary  to  restate  it  with  all  possible 
clearness  and  emphasis. 

We  have  never  exacted  a  pledge  from  any  student  with  regard 
to  his  future  opinions.  We  have  never,  indeed,  asked  any  stu¬ 
dent  to  pledge  himself  with  regard  to  either  his  opinions  or  his 
actions.  We  have  never  constrained  any  student  to  go  to  a 
particular  institution  as  a  condition  of  receiving  aid.  We  have 
never  refused  aid  to  any  student  because  he  desired  to  remain 
in  a  particular  institution.  We  have  rarely  refused  aid  to  any 
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student,  or  withdrawn  aid  from  any  one,  unless  for  natural  inca¬ 
pacity,  moral  delinquency,  or  lack  of  religious  earnestness. 
We  do  encourage  our  students  to  attend  those  institutions  where 
Evangelical  truth  chiefly  is  taught,  and  to  place  themselves  under 
those  influences  which  are  most  likely  to  inspire  them  with  an 
Evangelical  spirit,  being  persuaded  that  they  will  thus  be  best 
prepared  to  commend  the  gospel  of  liberty  and  love  to  their 
fellow-men,  and  to  make  the  truly  Protestant  and  Scriptural 
character  of  our  own  Church  most  favorably  known  to  the  world. 

It  is  true  that  we  do  not  propose  to  educate  every  young 
man  who  thinks  himself  called  to  preach  the  Gospel,  nor  every 
one  who  presents  full  testimonials  from  his  Bishop  and  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belongs.  As 
intelligent  and  responsible  men,  to  whom  a  sacred  trust  has 
been  committed,  we  feel  bound  to  examine  for  ourselves  the  call 
and  the  qualifications  of  every  one  who  applies  to  us  for  aid. 
W e  do  not  propose  to  educate  men  who  profess  to  have  no  views 
or  sympathies  concerning  the  great  issues  which  are  now  con- 
vidsing  our  Church.  The  man  who  has  neither  the  intelligence 
nor  the  moral  sense  to  discern  between  light  and  darkness,  truth 
and  error,  is  not  a  hopeful  candidate  for  the  ministry  of  our 
Church  in  this  age  and  nation. 

This  Society  was  organized  “to  oppose  the  errors  of  form  and 
doctrine  known  as  Ritualism  and  Sacramentarianism .” 

We  will  not  knowingly  educate  any  one  who  has  a  “  hanker¬ 
ing  after  novelties  in  worship,”  or  any  “  inclination  to  the 
Popish  doctrines  which  those  novelties  symbolize.” 

We  want  men  sufficiently  awake  to  see  that  the  path  which 
some  are  treading  leads  to  mediaeval  darkness  and  spiritual 
death ;  men  sufficiently  alert  to  throw  off  the  toils  of  priestly 
superstition  and  ecclesiastical  formalism  which  are  dragging 
many  towards  Rome. 

Our  men  must,  at  least,  have  their  faces  in  the  right  direc¬ 
tion.  We  know  nothing  of  that  liberality  which  would  educate 
with  equal  readiness  every  one,  from  the  extremest  Radical  to 
the  Popish  Ritualist,  who  comes  properly  endorsed  as  a  member 
of  the  Church. 
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We  have  ever  sought  to  keep  before  ourselves  the  great  object 
for  which  this  Society  was  organized,  and  for  which  its  funds 
are  entrusted  to  us,  and  we  have  frankly  and  kindly  set  this 
object  before  every  one  who  has  desired  to  place  himself  under 
our  care,  that  he  might  judge  for  himself  whether  his  own 
thought  and  feeling  were  in  substantial  harmony  with  this 
great  purpose. 

To  do  less  than  this  would  he  to  pervert  our  trust ;  to  do 
more  has  never  been  suggested  by  any  member  of  the  Board. 

DEFINITE  TRUTH. 

We  rejoice  to  know  that  many  men,  holding  error,  are  very 
devout  and  self-denying,  and  it  is  a  sad  fact  that  those  who 
know  the  truth  are  often  godless,  careless  and  self-indulgent. 
It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  the  one  is  not  devout 
because  he  has  a  false  faith,  any  more  than  the  other  is  godless 
because  he  has  a  true  faith.  In  both  cases  their  works  are  in 
spite  of  their  faith,  and  not  in  consequence  of  that  faith.  Many 
great,  good  and  noble  men  have  been  found  among  the  heathen 
of  both  ancient  and  modern  times,  but  we  do  not  feel  that  their 
elevated  characters  were  the  natural  result  of  their  heathenism. 

The  Evangelical  spirit,  and  the  Christ-like  life,  are  far  better 
than  mere  doctrine  or  profession,  but  there  is  no  necessary 
or  general  antagonism  between  them. 

The  fruit  is  better  than  the  tree,  but  it  is  very  difficult  to  get 
the  fruit  without  the  tree. 

We  hear  far  too  much  cant  against  the  doctrinal  position  or 
basis  of  our  Church.  There  seems  to  be  a  disposition,  in  oppo¬ 
site  quarters,  to  cast  away  Creeds  and  Articles,  or  to  make  an 
illogical  distinction  between  creeds  of  facts  and  creeds  of  truths. 
Every  Bible  truth  is  a  fact,  and  knowledge,  of  either  truth  or 
fact,  expressed  in  precise  form,  is  doctrine.  Knowledge  is  essen¬ 
tial  to  saving  faith.  We  must  know  who  Christ  is,  what  he 
has  said  and  done,  what  he  has  become  to  us,  before  we  can  have 
faith  in  him.  Faith  in  Christ  is  the  only  revealed  source  of 
Christian  life,  and  of  efficient,  joyous,  and  sustained  Christian  work. 
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Doctrine  and  life  are  inseparably  connected.  “  As  a  man  think- 
eth,  so  is  be.”  Sound  doctrine  and  sincere  belief  alone  inspire 
true  and  earnest  life.  We  have  the  Divine  assurance  that  men 
are  “  born  of  the  word,”  “  sanctified  through  the  truth,”  and  shall 
b q  judged  according  to  the  Gospel.  We  are  solemnly  charged, 
“  Contend  earnestly  for  the  faith  once  delivered  unto  the  saints.” 
“  Take  heed  unto  thyself,  and  unto  the  doctrine  ;  continue  in  them ; 
for  in  doing  this  thou  shalt  both  save  thyself  and  them  that  hear 
thee.”  Christ  spake  the  words  of  life.  His  doctrines,  rightly 
received,  give  spiritual  life,  a  holy,  Christian  life ;  the  life  of 
God  in  the  soul,  the  life  that  shall  endure  forever. 

An  Evangelical  faith  is  generally  necessary  to  an  Evangelical 
life,  and  will  inspire  that  life ;  a  life  of  love  and  gratitude  ;  not 
the  mere  reception  into  the  mind  of  a  Creed,  however  ortho¬ 
dox,  or  even  Divine.  This  is  not  faith  in  the  Gospel  sense, 
but  the  joyful  reception  of  the  truth  into  the  heart,  by  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  an  humble,  childlike  resting  of 
the  soul  upon  that  old,  old  truth,  “  Christ  hath  loved  us,  and 
hath  given  himself  for  us,  an  offering  and  a  sacrifice  to  God,  for 
a  sweet  smelling  savor.”  Faith  in  this  great  truth  gives  life, 
sustains  life,  develops,  strengthens,  and  perfects  life. 


DEFINITE  MEANS. 

Christ  came  to  the  world  “  that  we  might  have  life,  and  that  we 
might  have  it  more  abundantly .”  To  carry  out  this  twofold  pur¬ 
pose  of  imparting  and  invigorating  spiritual  life,  Christ  insti¬ 
tuted  the  Ministry,  the  Sacraments,  and  the  Church  ;  and  that 
view  of  them  which  we  think  best  conserves  this  great  purpose 
is  the  one  which  we  would  have  our  students  embrace  and  hold. 
The  great  design  of  them  is  to  bring  men  who  are  dead  in  tres¬ 
passes  and  sins  into  living,  loving,  personal  union  with  Christ, 
who  is  our  life.  He  that  hath  the  Son  hath  life — Christ  in  you, 
the  hope  of  glory.  The  sinner  must  get  beyond  the  Ministry, 
beyond  the  Sacraments,  beyond  the  Church,  aye,  and  beyond  the 
truth  itself.  All  these  are  merely  means  to  the  living  Lord. 


REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS.

The  great  end  to  be  secured  is  the  spiritual  union  and  com¬ 
munion  with  Christ,  and  the  ceaseless  development  of  the  life  of 
Christ  in  the  soul. 

Doubtless  the  great  Church  which  is  ever  before  the  Divine 
mind,  and  presses  most  closely  the  Divine  heart,  is  that  “  holy 
brotherhood,”  that  “  royal  priesthood,”  the  members  of  which 
are  found  in  every  clime,  of  every  creed,  wherever  there  is  a 
heart  loyal  to  Christ.  This  is  that  “spiritual  temple  ”  which  Christ 
is  building  by  his  grace  ;  that  church  which  he  loved,  and  gave 
himself  for,  that  he  might  sanctify  and  cleanse  it  with  the  wash¬ 
ing  of  water  by  the  word,  that  he  might  present  it  to  himself,  a 
glorious  church,  not  having  spot  or  wrinkle,  or  any  such  thing ; 
but  that  it  should  be  holy,  and  without  blemish.”  (Ephes.  v, 
27.)  The  church  to  which  he  adds  daily  such  as  shall  be  saved. 
How  may  we  best  build  up  this  spiritual  house  in  that  Church 
where  the  providence  of  God  has  called  us  to  labor,  is  the  great 
question  which  should  engage  our  most  earnest  thought. 

The  lessons  of  history  are  very  instructive  on  this  point.  The 
most  superficial  reader  must  have  discovered  that  true  spiritual 
religion  does  not  necessarily  coexist  with  forms  and  ceremonies, 
however  beautiful,  attractive,  and  appropriate;  with  church 
organization,  however  perfect,  venerable,  or  efficient ;  or  with 
Creeds  and  Articles,  however  scriptural,  clearly  stated,  and  tho¬ 
roughly  believed.  Under  the  Theocracy,  with  the  Divine  priest¬ 
hood,  the  Divine  worship,  the  Divine  law ;  with  sacrifices  regu¬ 
larly  slain,  ceremonials  statedly  performed,  the  letter  of  the  law 
strictly  fulfilled,  the  God  of  Israel  cried  out,  in  bitter 
disappointment :  (Isa.  i,  11 ;  Ps.  li,  19.)  “  To  what  purpose 

is  the  multitude  of  your  sacrifices  unto  me  ?  Bring  no  more 
vain  oblations  unto  me.  The  new  moons  and  sabbaths  I  can¬ 
not  away  with  ;  it  is  iniquity,  even  the  solemn  meeting.  Your 
new  moons,  and  your  appointed  feasts,  my  soul  hateth ;  they 
are  a  trouble  unto  me ;  I  am  weary  to  bear  them.  The  sacri¬ 
fices  of  God  are  a  broken  spirit,  a  broken  and  a  contrite  heart.” 
“  0  that  there  were  such  an  heart  in  them.”  While  duly  valuing 
our  great  heritage,  the  Church,  with  its  Sacraments,  its  Ministry, 
its  Creeds,  its  Liturgy,  etc.,  we  greatly  need,  just  now,  to  recall 
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our  Lord’s  assurance,  “  The  kingdom  of  God  is  not  meat  and 
drink,  but  righteousness,  peace,  and  joy,  in  the  Holy  Ghost.” 
There  is  far  too  much  dependence,  everywhere,  upon  external, 
showy,  noisy  religion.  Great  forces  are  always  silent  forces. 
True  grandeur  is  that  of  simplicity ;  the  granite  shaft  rather  than 
the  ornate  column ;  the  stately  pyramid,  rather  than  the  elabo¬ 
rate  cathedral;  St.  Peter’s,  of  Pome,  rather  than  the  Duomo  of 
Milan. 

The  first  great  triumphs  of  Christianity  over  the  refined  and 
cultivated  heathenism  of  the  West,  and  over  the  more  rude  and 
ignorant  heathenism  of  the  East,  were  won  without  form  or 
ceremony,  noise  or  parade. 

Ho  figure  is  more  simple,  and  yet  more  commanding,  than 
that  of  the  great  Apostle  to  the  Gentiles,  as  he  went  forth 
conquering  and  to  conquer  ;  no  spectacle  more  sublime  than  that 
of  this  moral  hero,  as  he,  with  his  large,  loving  heart,  yearning 
over  a  lost  world,  went,  in  simple  garb,  with  manly  step,  from 
city  to  city,  proclaiming  the  great  salvation  through  faith  in 
the  crucified  One  ;  stirring  every  mind,  piercing  many  hearts  ; 
Philosophy,  Superstition,  and  Prejudice  fleeing  at  his  approach. 
He  had  but  one  purpose  before  him ;  steadily  did  he  adhere  to 
it,  wonderfully  did  he  adapt  all  means  to  this  one  great  end,  that 
he  might  reconcile  men  to  God.  His  sole  dependence  was  upon 
the  clear  presentation  of  the  truth  of  Christ  to  the  minds  of 
men,  by  the  living  voice,  and  devout  prayer  that  the  Holy  Ghost 
might  show  these  things  of  Christ  to  dead  souls  with  life-giving 
power. 


DISTINCTIVE  PRINCIPLES. 

With  such  a  historic  fact  before  us  concerning  God’s  own 
Church,  and  with  such  an  illustration  of  God’s  own  mode  of 
making  the  great  reconciliation  known  to  the  world,  does  it  not 
become  our  duty  to  endeavor  to  secure  and  educate  for  the  min¬ 
istry  those  men  only  who  will  subordinate  all  things  to  the  great 
purpose  of  winning  souls  to  Christ  by  preaching  the  simple  gos¬ 
pel  of  Christ  ?  This  is  our  avowed  aim,  and  we  therefore  desire 
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and  strive  to  send  into  the  ministry  of  our  Church  truly  con¬ 
verted  men ;  men  called  of  the  Holy  Ghost  to  preach  the  Gos¬ 
pel  ;  men  of  ability  and  culture ;  men  of  broad,  Evangelical 
faith,  and  liberal,  catholic  spirit ;  Men  who  know  and  love  the 
simple  truths  of  the  Gospel,  and  will  depend  mainly  upon  the 
'preaching  of  the  Gospel,  and  prayer  for  the  accompanying  power 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  for  their  success  in  bringing  men  to  Christ, 
whom  to  know  is  life  eternal. 

1.  Men  who  receive  the  Bible  as  the  sole  rule  of  faith.  Men 
who  honor  it  above  all  other  books,  and  study  it  devoutly  as 
their  sole  authority  in  matters  of  faith.  Men  who  stand  firmly 
upon  our  6th  Article,  which  says  : — 

“  Holy  Scripture  containeth  all  things  necessary  to  salvation,  so  that  what¬ 
soever  is  not  read  therein,  nor  may  he  proved  thereby,  is  not  to  be  required  of 
any  man,  that  it  should  be  believed  as  an  article  of  the  faith,  or  be  thought 
requisite  or  necessary  to  salvation.” 

Men  who  will  take  earnest  heed  to  their  ordination  vow, 

“  To  be  ready  with  all  faithful  diligence  to  drive  away  from  the  Church  all 
erroneous  and  strange  doctrines,  contrary  to  God’s  word." 

Tradition,  and  all  other  writings,  may  be  witnesses  to  the  truth, 
nothing  more,  and  their  voice  may  be  heard  only  as  such. 

All  lines  of  study  should  converge  upon  the  Bible ;  all  lines 
of  belief  should  diverge  from  the  Bible. 

“All  Scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  God,  and  is  profitable 
for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correction,  for  instruction  in  right¬ 
eousness,  that  the  man  of  God  may  be  perfect,  thoroughly 
furnished  unto  all  good  works.” — 2  Tim.  iii,  16. 

2.  Men  who  hold  that  justification  is  by  faith  in  Christ  alone. 
This  doctrine  is  the  foundation  stone  upon  which  our  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  is  built.  This  is  the  golden  cord  which  runs 
through  and  binds  together  the  Creed,  the  Articles,  the  Offices, 
the  Liturgy.  The  sun  of  our  system,  the  centre,  and  the  cir¬ 
cumference  of  the  system,  beyond  which  there  is  no  covenanted 
light  or  life. 

In  this  doctrine  we  find  the  ground  of  our  separation  from 
Borne ;  while  we  hold  it  (may  it  be  forever)  and  Borne  con¬ 
tinues  to  reject  it,  it  must  be  the  cause  of  continued  separation. 
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Our  11th  Article  is  very  clear  and  emphatic  on  this  doctrine. 

“  We  are  accounted  righteous  before  God,  only  for  the  Merit  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  by  Faith  ;  and  not  for  our  own  Works  or  Deservings, 
Wherefore,  we  are  justified  by  Faith  only,  is  most  wholesome  doctrine,  and 
very  full  of  comfort,  as  more  largely  is  expressed  in  the  Homily  on  Justifica¬ 
tion. 

“Being  justified  by  faith  we  have  peace  with  God  through 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.” — Bom.  v,  1. 

This  involves  moderate  views  of  the  Sacraments,  as  we  see  by 
our  25th  Article  : — - 

“  The  Sacraments  were  not  ordained  of  Christ  to  be  gazed  upon,  or  to  be 
carried  about;  but  that  we  should  duly  use  them.  And  in  such  only  as 
worthily  receive  the  same  (that  is,  with  “  a  lively  and  steadfast  faith  in  Christ 
our  Saviour,” — Communion  Service),  they  have  a  wholesome  effect  or  opera¬ 
tion  ;  but  they  that  receive  them  unworthily,  purchase  to  themselves  damna¬ 
tion,  as  St.  Paul  saith.” 

“  As  oft  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do  shew 
the  Lord's  death  till  he  come.” — 1  Cor.  xi,  26. 

“  This  do  in  remembrance  of  me.” — Luke  22,  19. 

“  What  doth  hinder  me  to  be  baptized  ?  If  thou  believest 
with  all  thine  heart  thou  mayest.” — Act  ix,  36. 

“With  the  heart  man  believeth  unto  righteousness;  with 
the  mouth  confession  is  made  unto  salvation.” — Ptom.  x,  10. 

The  Sacraments  are  but  outward  and  visible  signs  of  inward 
spiritual  grace.  Not  signs  giving  grace,  but  signs  implying 
that  grace  has  been  received.  In  the  absence  of  the  grace  the 
sign  has  no  significance. 

Strikingly  do  we  see  the  relative  importance  of  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  Sacraments,  and  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  in  the 
declarations  of  St.  Paul,  “  Christ  sent  me  not  to  baptize,  but  to 
preach  the  Gospel.”  “  The  preaching  of  the  Gospel  is  the  power 
of  God  unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  believeth.”  We  want 
ministers  who  put  nothing  between  Christ  and  the  lost  soul, 
neither  Church  nor  Sacrament,  human  efforts  nor  works,  but 
present  a  personal  Saviour  in  all  the  fullness  of  his  character 
and  the  completeness  of  his  work,  and  bid  men  believe  and  live. 
We  may  not  depend  even  upon  the  purest  truth;  it  is  simply  a 
means  to  an  end.  Faith  in  Christ  himself,  realizing,  by  the 
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power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  what  he  has  done  for  us,  and  what 
he  has  become  to  us,  is  receiving  Christ,  who  is  our  life,  so  that 
we  may  say,  “I  live,  yet  not  I,  Christ  liveth  in  me;”  Christ 
thus  received  brings  us  into  new  relations  to  him,  and  to  our 
fellow-men  in  the  Church. 

3.  Men  who  regard  Christ  as  the  exclusive  Priest  of  the 
Church  of  God,  and  look  upon  the  clergy  as  priests  only  in 
common  with  all  Christian  people  who  offer  to  Cod  the  sacri¬ 
fices  of  prayer  and  praise. 

Men  who  will  present  Christ  as  the  One  sacrifi.ce  for  sin,  the 
One  altar  upon  which  all  our  offerings  must  be  laid,  the  One 
Mediator  between  God  and  men,  the  One  ever-living  Intercessor 
and  Advocate  with  the  Father,  and  look  upon  ministers  of 
Christ  as  Stewards  “  put  in  trust  with  the  Gospel,”  as  “  Heralds 
of  God,”  Ambassadors  of  heaven,  sent  to  proclaim  pardon,  peace, 
and  eternal  salvation,  through  Christ  alone. 

This  truth  our  31st  Article  brings  out  prominently : — 

The  offering  of  Christ  once  made,  is  that  perfect  redemption,  propitiation, 
and  satisfaction  for  all  the  sins  of  the  whole  world,  both  original  and  actual  ; 
and  there  is  none  other  satisfaction  for  sin ;  but  that  alone.  Wherefore,  the 
sacrifice  of  Masses,  in  which  it  was  commonly  said,  that  the  Priest  did  offer 
Christ  for  the  quick  and  the  dead,  to  have  remission  of  pain  or  guilt,  were 
blasphemous  fables,  and  dangerous  deceits. 

“  The  word  Priest  never  stands  for  a  Christian  Minister  in 
the  Scriptures.” — Bishop  White. 

“  The  word  Priest,  as  used  in  the  Prayer  Book,  is  synony¬ 
mous  with,  and  is  but  a  contraction  of,  the  word  Presbyter.” — 
Bishop  Mcllvaine. 

4.  Men  who  regard  the  Church  of  C  hrist  as  the  “ Mystical  body 
of  Christ,  which  is  the  blessed  company  of  all  faithf  id  people." 
Men  who  are  thoroughly  loyal  to,  and  cordially  love  our  own 
Church,  and  yet  rejoice  in  the  work  of  all  who  love  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  in  sincerity  and  truth.  Men  who  receive  Episcopacy  as  an 
ancient  and  desirable  form  of  Church  Government,  conducive 
to  the  weld  being,  but  not  necessary  to  the  existence  of  the  Church. 
Men  who  are  as  broad  and  liberal  as  the  Preface  to  our  Prayer- 
book,  which  speaks  of  the  other  Christian  bodies  as  “Churches,” 
and  our  l-9th  Article  : — 
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“  The  visible  Church  of  Christ  is  a  congregation  of  faithful  men,  in  which 
the  pure  word  of  God  is  preached,  and  the  sacraments  be  duly  ministered  ac¬ 
cording  to  Christ’s  ordinance,  in  all  those  things  that  of  necessity  are  requi¬ 
site  to  the  same.” 

Men  who  prefer  truth  to  mere  order,  doctrine  to  polity.  Men 
whose  affinities  are  rather  with  the  Protestant  Churches  around 
us  than  with  the  Eoman  communion.  Men  who  view  the  Church 
of  Christ  in  its  primary  idea  as  “  a  brotherhood  of  men  who  wor¬ 
ship  God  as  revealed  in  Christ,”  “  a  new  fellowship  among  men 
in  consequence  of  the  revelation  of  a  new  relationship  of  man 
to  God,”  a  spiritual  Eepublic,  a  “  Theocratic  Family.” 

While  our  Church  continues  to  hold  these  fundamental  princi¬ 
ples,  and  we  have  unrestricted  liberty  to  proclaim  them,  we 
should  love,  honor  and  cling  to  her,  and  rejoice  in  our  freedom. 
The  hope  of  entirely  ridding  the  Church  of  error  is  vain. 
“  Damnable  heresies  ”  have  always  plagued  the  Church  of  Christ. 
It  is  written,  “  There  must  also  be  heresies  among  you,  that 
they  which  are  approved  may  be  made  manifest.”  Great  errors 
of  form  and  doctrine  prevailed  in  the  Church  in  Christ’s  time, 
yet  he  freely  mingled  with  the  Scribes,  Pharisees  and  Sadducees, 
and  taught  in  their  temple  and  synagogues,  and  there  lifted  up 
his  voice  against  their  error.  Toleration  should  be  cheerfully 
granted  to  all  men,  but  we  dare  not  sanction  any  theological 
system,  or  unite  with  any  body  of  men,  where  the  essentials 
and  marks  of  a  living  church  are  not  received.  A  mechanical  sys¬ 
tem, which  unduly  magnifies  the  church, and  a  philosophical  system, 
which  magnifies  the  man — official  assumption  and  intellectual 
self-sufficiency — equally  deny  the  direct,  necessary  and  Almighty 
power  of  the  Divine  Spirit,  and  virtually  rule  out  of  the  Church 
the  vital  doctrine,  “  The  Holy  Ghost,  the  Lord  and  Giver  of  Life.” 

LIBERALITY. 

“In  exposing  and  condemning  the  false,  exclusive,  and  narrow 
systems  of  Ecclesiasticism  and  Sacerdotalism,  we  would  guard 
ourselves  against  the  same  narrowness  of  thought  and  spirit. 
We  feel  it  to  be  far  better  and  wiser  to  look  for  points  of  contact 
and  agreement,  than  to  search  out  and  magnify  differences. 
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While  we  readily  drop  the  man  who  deliberately  turns  his  back 
upon  the  light,  and  chooses  the  road  to  Rome,  we  gladly  extend 
the  hand  to,  and  help  on,  those  who  are  just  coming  out  of  the 
darkness  of  error  and  superstition. 

We  are  aware  of  the  tendency  of  all  combinations  of  men  to 
run  into  narrowness  and  intolerance.  We  would  say,  therefore, 
that  we  endeavor  to  have  little  or  nothing  to  do  with  parties  or 
schools,  as  such.  Our  work  is  based  upon  a  few  broad  Gospel 
Principles,  which  we  deem  v  ital,  and  of  paramount  importance. 

We  would  have  these  proclaimed  in  the  Church,  and  to 
the  world.  Any  man,  whoever  he  may  be,  wherever  he  may 
be  found,  and  whatever  he  may  be  called,  whom  we  believe  to 
be  true  to  these  great  principles,  and  called  and  qualified  to 
declare  them,  we  will  gladly  further,  according  to  our  ability, 
in  his  preparation  for  the  Ministry  of  our  Church. 

Our  position,  when  examined  calmly  and  without  preju¬ 
dice,  will  be  found  most  liberal.  Our  earnest  desire  and 
prayer  is,  that  we  may  become  as  liberal  as  the  Gospel  of 
Christ.  We  would  attain  breadth,  without  looseness;  lib¬ 
erty,  without  the  sacrifice  of  vital  truth;  catholic  compre¬ 
hensibility,  without  compromise  with  deadly  error ;  brother¬ 
hood,  without  unrighteous  affiliations ;  spiritual  Christianity, 
without  mysticism  or  transcendentalism ;  Christian  union  and 
communion,  within  the  limits  which  Christ  himself  has  set 
up.  Our  true  position  is  becoming  better  known,  understood, 
and  appreciated.  Words  of  cheer  and  approbation  are  coming 
from  every  quarter.  Already,  nearly  eight  hundred  of  our 
clergy  are  in  avowed  sympathy  with  our  Distinctive  Prin¬ 
ciples,  and  the  number  is  constantly  increasing.  We  were 
never  stronger  than  to-day,  and  we  are  growing  rapidly. 
Indeed,  our  Principles  are  becoming  so  generally  received,  that 
some  have  said  that  the  Evangelical  Societies  have  done  their 
work,  they  have  pervaded  the  Church  with  the  liberal  faith 
and  spirit  of  the  Gospel.  Perhaps  our  greatest  danger  lies 
in  losing  sight  of  the  great  issues  which  are  still  before  us — 
in  becoming  indifferent  to  our  doctrinal  basis.  We  repeat, 
that  the  great  distinguishing  feature  of  our  Society  is  that

it  educates  preachers  of  the  Gospel.  It  sets  before  the  student 
the  work  of  preaching  a.  simple,  definite,  and  free  Gospel  (in  the 
pulpit,  and  from  house  to  house),  as  the  great  means,  ap¬ 
pointed  by  God,  of  bringing  the  world  to  Christ,  our  life,  and 
of  edifying  the  Church  in  the  life  of  Christ. 

If  the  great  means  to  be  employed  were  the  fine  arts, 
beautiful  ceremonial,  priestly  authority,  and  church  machinery, 
is  it  not  strange  that  the  Master  did  not  choose  them,  and  that 
his  Apostles  did  not  employ  them  ? 

If  we  read  history  to  any  purpose  we  must  know  that  all  the 
great  triumphs  of  the  cross  have  been  won  by  the  preaching  of 
the  cross.  By  clear,  positive,  emphatic  address  to  the  under¬ 
standing  and  the  conscience  of  men — a  faithful,  but  loving,  pre¬ 
sentation  of  the  truth  of  Christ.  This  mainly  awakens,  this  mainly 
satisfies  the  awakened,  this  mainly  builds  up  the  Christian.  St. 
Paul  determined  to  know  nothing  but  Christ  and  him  crucified ; 
and,  surrounded  as  he  was  by  the  subtle  influences  of  Greek 
philosophy,  Pharisaical  formalism  and  Essenian  mysticism,  he 
felt  the  spell,  and  prayed  most  earnestly,  as  we  each  should  do 
to-day,  “God  forbid  that  I  should  glory  save  in  the  cross 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.” 

With  such  a  high  and  holy  purpose  to  conserve,  such  definite 
and  generous  truth  to  set  forth,  such  simple  and  adequate 
means  revealed,  such  enlarged  sympathies  to  foster  and  de¬ 
velop,  we  have  a  bond  of  union  which  should  hold  us  most  closely 
together,  constrain  to  loving  devotion  and  self-sacrifice,  excite 
to  energetic  and  enthusiastic  action,  redounding  to  the  greatest 
good  of  man  and  the  highest  glory  of  God. 
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REV.  JAMES  PRATT,  D.  D., 

MEMBER  OF  THE  BOARD, 

Died  January  17th,  Aged  65. 

“  Rev.  Dr.  Pratt’s  official  relation  with  the  Evangelical  Educational 
Society  was  of  comparatively  short  duration,  not  extending  over  two 
years.  During  this  time,  however,  he  was  invariably  in  attendance  upon 
the  meetings  of  the  Board,  unless  providentially  prevented,  and  took 
such  active  interest  in  all  matters  connected  with  it,  as  to  completely 
identify  himself  with  the  Society  as  a  manager,  as  before  he  had  as  one 
of  its  most  efficient  and  devoted  members.  His  counsels  in  regard  to 
the  general  conduct  of  its  affairs  and  line  of  policy,  were  ever  prompted 
by  a  deep  love  of  its  principles,  a  jealous  regard  for  its  reputation,  and 
an  earnest  desire  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  its  great  work.  His 
sympathy  with  young  men  seeking  the  sacred  ministry  was  genuine, 
hearty,  and  helpful.  His  judgment  of  their  character  and  fitness  for  the 
work  was  marked  by  great  liberality,  as  well  as  shrewdness  and  good 
sense.  Thoroughly  unsectarian  in  feeling,  while  at  the  same  time  de¬ 
votedly  attached  to  the  principles  and  order  of  his  own  Church  ;  with 
manliness  of  thought,  united  with  the  artless  simplicity  and  truthfulness 
of  a  child ;  with  a  genial  and  affectionate  nature,  constantly  overflowing 
In  kind  deeds  and  kind  words ;  with  buoyancy  of  spirit,  a  vein  of  humor 
and  a  fund  of  anecdote,  which  seemed  never  to  suffer  exhaustion  ;  with 
a  benignant  countenance,  redolent  with  the  sweet  joy  of  a  heart  constantly 
feeding  upon  the  promises  of  the  Gospel,  Dr.  Pratt  was  one  who,  in  his 
social  and  official  relations  with  the  members  of  the  Board,  was  as  sin¬ 
cerely  loved  as  he  was  highly  respected  and  valued.  We  mourn  his  loss  ; 
we  gratefully  cherish  his  memory  ;  we  would  emulate  his  virtues.  While 
placing  upon  the  record  of  the  Board  this  expression  of  our  respect  and 
affection  for  our  departed  associate  and  brother,  we  would  thankfully 
acknowledge  the  riches  of  the  grace  in  Christ  so  liberally  bestowed  upon 
him,  and  the  evidence  he  gave  that  death  was  to  him  the  entrance  into 
immortal  joys,  and  into  possession  of  that  crown  which  awaiteth  the 
faithful  servant  of  God.” 
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REV.  WILLIAM  SPARROW,  D.D., 

HONORARY  SECRETARY, 

Died  January  17th,  Ayed  73. 

“  Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord,”  can  rarely  be  said  more 
truly  than  of  the  venerable  man  whose  vacant  chair  in  the  Theological 
Seminary  of  Virginia  yet  waits  for  one  upon  whom  the  mantle  of  his 
spiritual  and  intellectual  power  may  fall. 

Always  suffering  from  a  sensitive  and  extremely  delicate  frame,  his 
life  was  nevertheless  prolonged  beyond  the  ordinary  span  of  threescore 
years  and  ten  of  human  life.  Seldom  free  from  bodily  pain,  his  mind 
yet  retained  to  the  last  all  the  vigor  and  clearness  of  an  intellect  which, 
for  its  acuteness,  was  almost  beyond  parallel ;  while  his  deep  spiritual 
attainment,  his  exquisite  simplicity,  unaffected  humility,  and  perfectly 
disinterested  love  for  the  Master,  rendered  his  life  an  example  of  Chris¬ 
tian  beauty  and  power  which  very  few  attain.  More  than  once  during 
his  life,  death  seemed  ready  to  assert  its  claim,  but  his  spirit,  always 
aglow  with  holy  fervor,  triumphed  over  bodily  infirmity,  and  he  arose 
only  to  fight  more  vigorously  the  great  battle  of  life ;  and  at  last  the 
mighty  spirit  was  laid  low,  not  by  wasting  and  decay,  but  by  a  single 
blow  which  in  a  moment  snapped  the  slender  cord,  and  freed  the  glorified 
spirit  from  its  fetters  of  clay.  He  yet  lives,  not  only  in  the  memory  of 
many,  but  in  the  very  life  of  those  who  owe  their  training  in  the  gospel 
ministry  to  his  faithful,  earnest,  and  spiritual  exposition  of  the  word  of 
God. 

He  hailed  with  delight  the  enunciation  of  the  Distinctive  Principles 
of  our  Society,  and  watched  with  deep  interest  their  reception  as  a  broad 
and  liberal  ground  of  union  for  all  Evangelical  men,  and  also  as  a  com¬ 
prehensive  basis  of  instruction  for  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry. 

May  the  spirit  of  God,  so  abundantly  poured  out  upon  our  departed 
brother,  descend  in  equal  measure  upon  us  who  mourn  his  loss. 
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JOHN  BOHLEN,  ESQ., 

MEMBER  OF  THE  BOARD, 

Died  April  25th,  Aged  55. 

Mr.  Bolden’s  life  was  a  witness  to  the  reality  of  God’s  saving  work  in 
him,  far  more  eloquent  than  mere  words  could  have  been.  Religion  to 
him  was  no  Sunday  matter,  but  a  life  of  daily  communion  with  his  Lord, 
and  constant  dependence  upon  the  renewing  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
He  was  a  cheerful  Christian,  seldom  or  never  depressed,  because  he  lived 
out  of  himself  and  in  Christ.  His  faith  was  a  living  principle  which 
regulated  his  whole  character.  It  kindled  in  him  a  steady,  unfaltering 
zeal  for  the  glory  of  his  Lord ;  it  warmed  a  somewhat  reserved  nature 
into  geniality  and  kindliness ;  it  made  him  superior  to  the  contracting 
influences  of  wealth,  and  enlarged  his  heart  in  the  midst  of  tendencies 
which  were  unfriendly  to  the  charity  he  so  wisely  exercised ;  it  developed 
in  him  a  conscientiousness  which  was  peculiarly  distinctive  of  the  man. 
The  idea  of  a  Christian’s  duty,  upon  which  he  consistently  acted  up  to 
the  hour  of  his  death,  is  worthy  of  our  special  consideration.  He  be¬ 
lieved  in  a  positive  Christianity.  He  responded  to  the  Saviour’s  call,  by 
surrendering  himself  wholly  to  the  Saviour’s  will  and  glory.  He  was  a 
marked  man  in  the  Church,  because  he  made  it  his  business  to  honor  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  did  it  with  his  whole  heart. 

The  method  which  characterized  all  his  doings  was  practiced  in  his  chari¬ 
ties.  He  was  a  liberal  but  not  an  impulsive  giver.  He  freely  confessed  that 
it  sometimes  cost  him  a  struggle  to  give,  but  his  consecrated  will  always 
conquered.  He  gave  from  principle,  and  consequently  his  large  bene¬ 
factions  were  applied  with  a  wisdom  and  discrimination  which  made  them 
prolific  of  the  best  results.  He  did  not  attempt  to  satisfy  his  conscience 
by  merely  giving  when  he  had  the  time  and  the  ability  to  be  personally 
useful.  He  was  actively  engaged  in  many  Christian  organizations,  and 
exercised  a  wise  discrimination  in  ehoosing  the  objects  upon  which  he 
bestowed  his  time  and  his  means.  His  sympathies  and  his  views  were 
mainly  with  Evangelical  men,  and  he  heartily  espoused,  boldly  advocated, 
and  generously  supported  their  principles  and  measures.  He  was  too 
sincere  a  lover  of  Gospel  truth  to  be  indifferent  to  the  errors  which  are 
troubling  our  Church,  and  far  too  manly  to  pursue  a  compromising  policy 
towards  them.  He  keenly  felt  the  necessity  for  this  Society,  aided  in  its 
formation,  and  was  always  a  member  of  its  Board.  He  was  rarely  absent 
from  its  meetings,  and  manifested  a  zeal  in  its  work  and  a  devotion  to  its 
interests  which  is  seldom  found. 
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R T .  REY.  HENRY  W.  LEE,  D.D.,  LL.D., 

BISHOP  OF  IOWA — VICE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

Died  Sept.  25th,  Aged  59  Years. 

“  In  the  death  of  Bishop  Henry  W.  Lee  the  Episcopal  Church  in  Iowa, 
and  indeed,  the  general  Church  in  the  United  States,  has  suffered  a  be¬ 
reavement.  The  Bishop  was  hardly  past  the  meridian  of  life,  and  in 
physical  appearance  gave  token,  until  lately,  of  unusual  health  and 
strength.  The  affliction  will  fall  heavily  not  only  upon  the  Church,  but 
upon  a  very  large  circle  of  influential  personal  friends,  west  and  east,  who 
loved  and  trusted  him.  He  was  the  Bishop  of  Iowa,  and  his  adminis¬ 
tration  there  for  nineteen  years  has  been  exceedingly  laborious  and  bur¬ 
densome.  Yet  he  bore  up  bravely  under  all  the  difficulties  that  beset 
him,  and  lived  to  see  the  fruit  of  at  least  a  portion  of  his  labors.  He 
established  G-riswold  College,  at  Davenport,  erected  a  beautiful  and  costly 
Cathedral,  promoted  charitable  and  benevolent  undertakings,  stimulated 
missionary  work,  and  made  his  influence  for  good  felt  all  through  his 
diocese.  In  person,  Bishop  Lee  was  large  and  commanding,  with  a  dig¬ 
nified  and  noble  carriage.  He  looked  every  inch  the  Bishop.  Though 
destitute  of  a  collegiate  training,  he  was  well  read  in  theology  and  gen¬ 
eral  topics,  and  had  very  clear  and  well-defined  views  of  matters  pertain¬ 
ing  to  his  responsible  office.  His  life  was  pure  and  blameless.  By  na¬ 
ture  he  was  genial,  sociable  and  hospitable,  and  he  welcomed  his  clergy 
to  his  house  as  brethren.  Perhaps  few  bishops  have  such  close  relations 
with  those  under  their  charge  as  Bishop  Lee  had.  All  could  come  to  him, 
whatever  their  difficulties,  as  to  a  strong  and  ready  friend.  There  was 
never  an  ecclesiastical  trial  in  his  diocese.  The  Bishop  was  a  Low- 
Churchman,  and  one  of  the  few  who  did  not  “  advance  ”  with  the  grow¬ 
ing  influences  of  ritualistic  ideas.  He  was  a  plain  and  practical  preacher, 
at  times  very  impressive,  well  versed  in  Scripture,  and  very  sincere  in 
dealing  with  the  consciences  of  his  hearers.  The  religious  bodies  of 
Iowa  of  every  name  revered  him,  and  will  mourn  his  loss,  with  his  own 
branch  of  the  Christian  Church.  He  was  truly  a  holy  and  faithful 
Bishop,  and  his  works  will  follow  him,” — Chicago  Alliance.

AN  ESSAY. 


BY  THE 

Rev.  ASA  DALTON. 


“  WHAT  AMOUNT  OF  AID,  IF  ANY,  SHOULD  BE  GIVEN  TO  STUDENTS 
PREPARING  FOR  THE  MINISTRY?  NOT  THE  EXACT  AMOUNT, 

BUT  THE  PROPORTION.” 

There  are  those  who  say  no  aid  should  be  given,  on  the  ground  that 
here,  as  elsewhere,  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  should  be  our  rule. 
But  this  law  is  equally  applicable  to  the  support  of  ordained  ministers, 
and  would,  therefore,  exclude  missionary  aid,  Church-building  societies, 
and  cut  off  all  contributions  to  new  and  weak  parishes  for  any  purpose 
whatsoever. 

We  can  obtain  a  satisfactory  answer  to  this  question  only  by  ascer¬ 
taining  the  relation  which  the  Church  sustains  to  students  for  the  min- 
*  .  .  ... 
istry.  And  we  shall  maintain  that  this  relation  is  substantially  the 

same  as  that  of  the  civil  government  to  the  future  officers  of  the  army. 
Not  that  we  would  press  the  comparison  too  far.  The  point  of  it  is 
here.  The  government  cannot,  and  does  not,  trust  to  luck  or  chance  for 
its  men  to  officer  and  lead  the  armies  of  the  republic.  No  more  can  the 
Church  trust  to  chance  supplies  of  suitable  men  to  lead  forth  her  hosts 
to  victory.  For  be  it  remembered  that,  of  all  Scriptural  comparisons, 
the  most  forcible  is  that  which  describes  the  Church  as  the  army  of  the 
Lord,  of  which,  from  necessity,  ministers  are  the  appointed  and  recog¬ 
nized  leaders,  differing  from  other  leaders  in  this,  that  they  serve  more 
than  they  rule ;  that  they  minister  to  others  more  than  they  are  “  minis¬ 
tered  unto.”  If  this  view  is  correct,  then  it  follows  that,  like  the  gov¬ 
ernment,  the  Church  must  first  make  choice  of  her  candidates  with 
reference  to  their  fitness,  and  then  give  them  the  necessary  training.  In 
point  of  fact,  the  Church  has  always  done  this,  though  with  different 
degrees  of  fidelity  and  system,  and,  therefore,  of  success.  Our  Lord 
trained  the  Apostles,  having  great  patience  with  them.  Afterwards,  the 
Apostles  trained  those  who  should  succeed  them  in  the  oversight  of  the 
Church,  as  instance  Timothy  and  Titus.  Subsequently,  schools  of  the 
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prophets  were  established  at  all  the  great  centers  of  Church  influence, 
the  best  known  of  which  were  those  of  Jerusalem,  Antioch,  Alexandria, 
and  Rome.  In  the  middle  ages,  tlr  TJ  'versity  of  Paris  and  i1  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Oxford  were  equally  celebrated,  and  were  resorted  to  by  thou¬ 
sands,  who  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  their  munificent  endowments  for  the 
education  of  the  clerical  order. 

As  yet,  such  endowments  in  this  country  are  too  meager  to  he  relied 
on,  and  must  be  supplemented  by  Societies  founded  for  the  express  pur¬ 
pose  of  extending  pecuniary  aid  to  students,  at  the  same  time  exercising 
a  wise  supervision  of  their  studies  and  general  conduct.  And  this  we 
hold  to  be  an  essential  feature  of  these  Societies,  of  our  own  in  particular. 
At  no  previous  time  has  the  principle  of  selection  and  supervision  been 
more  necessary.  We  need  a  great  increase  of  ministers,  but  still  more 
pressing  is  the  necessity  for  maintaining  a  high  standard  in  making  this 
increase.  The  dangers  which  beset  young  ministers  are  always  great, 
but  never  greater  than  to-day. 

The  clergy  are  no  longer  a  privileged  order,  even  in  our  Church,  and 
the  present  age  is  one  of  extremes.  It  is  an  age  of  great  wealth  and  of 
distressing  poverty  ;  of  learning,  and  of  ignorance ;  of  radicalism,  and 
of  reaction.  We  are  also  in  and  of  a  country  intensely  democratic,  pro¬ 
gressive,  and  fearless.  Obviously,  the  ministry  in  each  age  must  be  of 
that  age,  and  ours  must  be  of  the  nineteenth  century,  not  of  the  ninth  ; 
must  be  of  republican,  and  not  of  monarchical  tastes ;  American,  and 
not  European.  What  can  a  man  of  Old  World  affinities  do  in  this 
American  land;  what  a  Romanizer  in  this  Protestant  community;  what 
an  admirer  of  aristocracy,  among  “this  fierce  democracy?”  And  how 
shall  the  blind  lead  the  blind?  How  can  they  preach  the  Gospel,  any¬ 
where,  who  have  learned  it  nowhere,  or  know  it  only  by  the  hearing  of 
the  ear? 

Bishop  White  said  the  Episcopal  Church  would  always  attract  the 
wealthy  and  cultivated.  This  is  likely  to  prove  true.  Now,  to  minister 
successfully  to  these  classes,  not  to  mention  the  poor  and  ignorant,  whose 
claims  are  certainly  not  inferior,  the  Rev.  Honeymans  and  Cream  Cheeses 
will  never  do.  The  highest  ambition  of  these  weaklings  is  to  appear  in 
clerical  costume  of  fashionable  cut  and  orthodox  length,  and  to  simper 
with  ladies  about  altar  cloths,  ornamental  crosses,  man  millinery,  and  the 
endless  details  of  parish  work. 

The  doubts  raised  by  scientific  men  are  both  real  and  sincere,  and  are 
the  occasion  of  a  wide-spread  and  alarming  skepticism.  These  doubts 
.must  be.  removed;  but  how  is  it  possible,  if  Christian  ministers  are, 
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through  deficient  education,  unable  to  state  correctly  the  grounds  of 
them,  much  less  to  refute  them.  If  the  Episcopal  Church  is  to  take 
the  place  in  this  land  which  belongs  to  her  as  the  acknowledged  daughter 
of  the  ancient  Church  of  our  race,  she  must  have  a  truly  educated  clergy, 
for  whose  education  the  Church  itself  must  be  held  responsible.  The 
clergy  of  the  Mother  Church  have  ever  been  an  educated  clergy,  the 
scholars  of  the  kingdom.  But,  in  this  country,  it  is  the  Church  which 
has  given  prestige  to  the  clergy,  not  the  clergy  to  the  Church.  We 
cannot  always  live,  however,  on  the  reputation  of  our  ancestors.  Now¬ 
adays  the  Christian  soldier  must  win  his  spurs  by  personal  merit  and 
service.  It  is  true,  indeed,  that  there  are  two  theories  of  the  ministry 
in  this  respect,  the  Sydney  Smith  theory,  and  the  Petrine.  According 
to  the  first,  we  must  offer  worldly  prizes  to  secure  a  high  order  of  talent 
and  attainment.  The  prospect  of  large  salaries,  elegant  rectories  and 
Episcopal  residences,  will  work  wonders  in  this  direction.  This  is  the 
argument  of  the  wily  and  worldly  Sydney  Smith.  But  we  prefer  St. 
Peter’s  injunction,  which  has  the  authority  of  Divine  Inspiration. 
“  Feed  the  flock  of  God,  not  of  constraint,  but  willingly  ;  not  for  filthy 
lucre,  but  of  a  ready  mind,  neither  as  being  lords  over  God’s  heritage.” 
Yes,  these  are  the  men  we  need,  and  for  whom  both  the  Church  and  the 
world  wait.  Only  such  men  can  do  the  Lord’s  work  in  the  world ;  men 
who  are  called  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  men  of  sense,  educated  men,  who 
can  think,  and  do  think ;  men  whose  ambition  is  to  win  souls  from 
death,  and  save  them  from  all  hurtful  errors  and  courses ;  men  who  are 
ready  to  deny  themselves  for  Christ’s  sake.  Self-denial  is  almost  a  for¬ 
gotten  virtue.  Bishop  Wilberforce  said  ministers  undo  their  Sunday 
work  by  their  lives,  going  into  society  and  living  like  others.  On  Sun¬ 
day  they  preach  moving  sermons,  and  the  people  are  moved.  But  the 
people,  seeing  their  clergyman  living  as  luxuriously  as  themselves,  and 
often  as  addicted  to  worldly  indulgences,  conclude  that  the  preaching  is 
purely  professional  and  perfunctory,  not  meant  to  really  influence  the 
daily  life.  The  Bishop  probably  spoke  of  the  things  he  had  seen  and 
known.  And  though  the  occasion  was  perhaps  greater  in  England,  the 
reproof  is  needed  in  this  country,  and  now  much  more  than  formerly. 
Wealth  is  rapidly  increasing.  Luxuries  are  multiplied,  and  the  habits 
of  self-indulgence  and  extravagance  are  so  general  among  our  well-to-do 
classes,  that  but  few  of  the  sons  are  prepared  to  encounter  the  hardships 
incident  to  an  average  ministerial  career.  Let  this  be  well  understood. 
We  have  a  few  wealthy  parishes,  and  many  wealthy  families ;  but  the 
great  majority  of  our  parishes,  as  such,  are  poor,  and  give  small  salaries. 
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Hence  the  necessity  of  economical  tastes  and  habits  to  ministers ;  and 
when  shall  these  be  formed,  if  not  in  early  life  ?  Students,  therefore, 
who  receive  the  aid  of  this  Society  are  expected,  and  if  necessary  should 
be  required,  to  abstain  from  the  use  of  wine  and  tobacco,  as  well  as  all 
other  unnecessary  expenses  and  indulgences.  This  is  due  to  the  widows 
and  working-men  who  contribute  so  largely  to  our  funds,  and  still  more 
to  the  requisitions  of  the  Gospel. 

Our  Lord  said,  “  Unless  a  man  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his  cross, 
he  cannot  be  my  disciple.”  Is  not  this  as  true  to-day  as  of  old  ?  If 
not,  by  whose  authority  has  it  been  abrogated  !  And  if  true  of  all 
members  of  Christ’s  Church,  how  much  more  of  His  ministers?  Let 
us,  then,  begin  to  exercise  that  self-denial,  as  students,  of  which  there 
will  be  so  much  occasion  after  ordination. 

On  the  other  hand,  let  such  aid  as  is  necessary  be  given  freely  by  the 
Society,  and  received  by  the  student  without  any  sense  of  humiliation. 
It  is  his  due.  He  is  to  be  sustained  by  the  Church  in  his  studies,  just 
as  the  cadet  at  West  Point  by  the  government.  Nevertheless,  when  his 
parents,  parish,  or  near  relatives,  have  the  means  of  doing  so,  self-respect 
will  require  that  they  should  defray  his  expenses,  in  whole  or  in  part. 
They  can  do  this  directly,  or  through  the  Society,  by  offerings  to  its 
treasury.  What  we  want,  is  to  insure  the  amount  of  aid  which  the 
exigencies  of  each  student  shall  require.  It  may  be  the  whole  in  some 
cases,  but  in  most  only  a  part.  We  lay  down  no  precise  or  fixed  rule 
beyond  this,  that  pecuniary  aid  shall  be  given  to  students  in  such  amounts 
as  shall  enable  them  to  go  through  the  prescribed  course  of  study  in  the 
preparatory  school,  college,  and  theological  seminary.  On  this  point  we 
do  lay  great  stress,  that  they  shall  not  be  able  to  plead  poverty  as  an 
excuse  for  entering  the  ministry  before  the  full  course  is  completed. 
Even  then  and  therein  they  will  be  qualified  for  their  work  only  to  the 
extent  of  having  learned  how  to  study  and  how  to  reason  ;  how  to  per¬ 
fect  themselves  in  those  departments  of  study  and  inquiry  to  which  they 
have  consecrated  their  lives.  An  invaluable  part  of  this  preparation  will 
be  acquired  by  the  experience  of  life,  of  men  and  manners,  incident  to 
their  self-imposed  exertions. 

We  have  confidence  in  the  principles  which  underlie  the  action  of  this 
Society,  and  hope  our  efficient  Secretary  will  be  encouraged  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  responsible  office  with  constant  care  and  unswerving 
fidelity. 


AN  ESSAY.

:i  WHAT  IS  A  CALL  TO  THE  MINISTRY,  AND  WHAT  ARE  THE 
QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  A  SUCCESSFUL  MINISTRY  ?” 

The  design  of  this  paper  is  to  answer  the  following  question  : — 
“  What  is  a  call  to  the  ministry ,  and  what  are  the  qualifications  for  a 
successfiid  ministry  ?" 

There  are  two  parts  to  the  question,  and  between  the  two,  as  we  shall 
see  hereafter,  there  is  a  very  close  connection. 

Our  question  begins  with  the  subject  of  a  call  to  the  ministry.  What 
is  that  call  ?  This  form  of  question  takes  for  granted  that  there  is 
such  a  call.  I  speak  of  it,  then,  as  the  call.  There  is  but  one  call  to 
the  Christian  ministry  ;  although  it  may  take  a  twofold  form.  The  call 
is  Divine ;  it  comes  from  God.  At  the  same  time,  it  needs  must  be 
recognized  and  attested  by  the  Church,  that  is,  by  the  people  of  God 
amongst  whom  one’s  ministry  is  to  be  exercised  ;  recognized  and  attested 
by  them  in  whatever  way  they  may  have  appointed  for  that  purpose. 
Thus  both  God  and  the  Church  unite  in  the  call ;  and  yet  it  is  but  one 
call,  notwithstanding.  The  call  is  given  of  God.  Properly  speaking, 
it  Ts  He  alone  who  calls  into  the  Christian  ministry  individual  men  ;  the 
Church  or  people  of  God  only  acknowledging  the  fact  of  His  call,  attest¬ 
ing  it  and  accepting  it. 

But  are  we  quite  clear  in  our  minds  as  to  there  being  such  a  thing  ? 
The  fact  of  the  call  from  God  is  taken  for  granted  in  the  question  before 
us ;  but  it  is  important  for  us  to  see  that  this  is  no  groundless  assump¬ 
tion.  Before  we  can  be  influenced  by  any  thoughts  as  to  the  manner  of 
the  thing,  we  must  have  ascertained  the  reality  of  it.  Besides,  a  clear 
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conception  of  the  Scriptural  reality  of  it  may  help  us  toward  under¬ 
standing  the  nature  and  character  of  it. 

Now  we  cannot  well  believe  that  there  is  such  a  thing  as  God’s  special 
call  to  individual  men  to  enter  into  the  work  of  a  distinctive  ministry  in 
the  Church,  except  as  also  believing  that  that  ministry  itself  is  of  autho¬ 
ritative  institution  from  Him,  a  Divine  establishment.  If  the  Christian 
ministry  be  not  an  institution  of  God’s  own  making,  I  see  not  that  we 
could  rely  upon  it  as  a  fact  that  He  specially  assigns  particular  persons  to 
the  exercise  of  its  distinctive  functions.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
Christian  ministry  is  of  Divine  origin,  it  by  no  means  self-evidently 
follows  that  the  individuals  who  shall  exercise  the  ministry  must  of 
necessity  be,  in  a  special  sense,  Divinely  designated  to  it ;  but  it  does 
clear  the  subject  of  all  antecedent  objections,  and  leaves  the  way  open  for 
whatever  of  proof  may  be  brought  to  bear.  The  admission  that  the 
ministry,  as  an  institution  in  the  Church,  was  established  of  God,  is,  I 
think,  even  a  sine  qua  non  to  believing  in  the  reality  of  an  individual 
call  from  God  to  that  ministry.  Is  the  Christian  ministry,  then,  of  Di¬ 
vine  institution  ?  Assuredly,  yes ;  and  herein  we  are  all  agreed.  Still, 
I  would  ask  you  to  pause  at  this  point  for  a  moment ;  for  it  will  much 
contribute  to  the  purpose  of  this  essay,  if  I  seek  to  refresh  your  minds 
by  a  brief  reference  to  certain  words  of  holy  Scripture.  In  Ephesians 
iv,  11  it  is  said,  “  He  (Christ)  gave  some  apostles ;  and  some,  prophets; 
and  some,  evangelists ;  and  some,  pastors  and  teachers.”  The  Lord 
Jesus,  when  He  had  ascended  on  high,  gave  to  His  Church  Apostles,  Pro¬ 
phets,  Evangelists,  and  Pastors  and  Teachers.  Those  several  offices  and 
functions  He  gave,  “  He  Himself  gave,”  as  the  Greek  so  emphatically 
states  it.  He,  and  not  the  Church,  instituted  them,  and  He  conferred 
them.  But  till  when  did  He  mean  such  officers  to  continue  to  do  their 
work  ?  As  the  next  verses  show,  till  the  saints  have  been  so  perfected, 
and  the  body  of  Christ  so  edified,  as  that  “  we  all  have  come  in  the  unity 
of  the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man, 
unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fullness  of  Christ.”  That  is  to 
say,  till  all  the  saints,  the  whole  body  of  Christ,  shall  have  been  gathered 
on  high  in  their  glorified  condition.  Till  then  this  ministry  shall  not 
cease.  Apostles,  Prophets,  Evangelists,  Pastors  and  Teachers,  that  is 
the  ministry  which  was  instituted  by  Christ  Himself,  and  it  shall  be 
perpetual  throughout  the  existing  dispensation  of  the  Gospel. 

In  1  Cor.  xii,  28,  the  same  Apostle  makes  a  different  statement  of  the 
ministry :  “  God  hath  set  some  in  the  Church,  first  apostles,  secondarily 
prophets,  thirdly  teachers,  after  that  miracles,  then  gifts  of  healings,

helps,  governments,  diversities  of  tongues.”  There,  however,  he  does 
not  say  that  such  an  arrangement  was  meant  to  be  perpetuated,  and,  no 
doubt,  it  was  but  a  temporary  constitution  of  the  ministry  suited  to  the 
extraordinary  needs  of  that  time.  Whereas,  here,  in  the  verse  from  the 
Ephesians,  he  does  say  that  Apostles,  Prophets,  Evangelists,  and  Pastors 
and  Teachers,  are  to  exercise  their  ministry  until  the  entire  Church  of 
Christ  have  arrived  at  its  glorification.  And  have  they  not  continued 
to  this  day  ?  As  living  voices ,  indeed,  apostles  and  prophets  are  no 
longer  amongst  us ;  and  yet,  virtually,  they  are  still  with  us  in  the 
inspired  word.  The  original  apostolic  ministry  is  still  in  the  Church, 
notwithstanding  that  all  apostles  are  long  since  dead  ;  just  as  the  diggers 
of  a  foundation  continue  to  be  represented  by  their  work  in  the  house 
which  is  building,  although  they  be  not  personally  present  while  stone 
after  stone  is  being  laid  in  its  place  on  the  rising  walls.  The  living  min¬ 
istry  of  to-day  is  constituted  of  evangelists,  and  pastors  and  teachers, 
and  their  very  business  is  to  repeat,  and  extend,  and  prolong  the  min¬ 
istry  of  the  apostles ;  to  proclaim,  and  expound,  and  enforce  the  written 
word  of  the  apostles.  And  so  it  is  that  the  Church  is  still  in  possession 
of  the  complete  Christian  ministry ;  and  yet  that  only  evangelists,  and 
pastors  and  teachers,  are  the  perpetual  living  ministry.  And  if  indi¬ 
vidual  men  are  ever  called  of  Christ  to  take  upon  themselves  this  min¬ 
istry,  then  these  are  the  identical  functions,  to  the  one  or  the  other  of 
which  He  calls  them.  If  He  call  at  all,  it  is  that  they  shall  be  either  evan¬ 
gelists,  proclaimers  of  the  salvation  of  the  Gospel  to  the  unconverted,  or 
pastors  and  teachers — teachers  of  the  word  of  God,  and  thereby  pastors, 
shepherding  the  flock  committed  to  their  care ;  or  else,  that,  while  being 
chiefly  one  or  the  other,  they  shall  yet,  more  or  less,  be  both.  We  cannot 
regard  Him  as  calling  to  any  mere  ecclesiasticism,  nor  mainly  to  any  ad¬ 
ministration  of  ordinances.  If  He  call  particular  persons  at  all,  He  calls 
them  to  preach  the  Gospel,  to  teach  the  word  of  God,  and  to  be  the 
shepherds  of  His  sheep.  So  far  as  the  purpose  of  their  call  to  the  min¬ 
istry'  is  concerned,  this  is  the  whole  of  it. 

Notice,  further,  that  this  ministry  was  instituted  by  Christ,  in  express 
contradistinction  to  the  ministry  committed  to  the  saints  at  large.  All 
the  saints  have  their  own  work  of  ministry ;  but  this,  the  official  min¬ 
istry,  is  a  separate  thing.  The  Lord  Jesus  gave  this  ministry  (according 
to  the  force  of  the  Greek)  “  for  the  perfecting  of  the  saints  unto  work  of 
ministration,  unto  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ.”  So  that  the 
great  design  of  the  official  ministry  is  to  bring  forth  and  develop  the 
ministry  of  the  saints,  and  only  so  to  build  up  the  body  of  Christ.  They 
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are  the  officers  of  the  host  of  God’s  elect,  and  they  are  to  oversee,  instruct, 
stir  up,  and  marshal  the  saints,  with  reference  to  Christian  activity  and 
work.  They  are  not  merely  to  preach  Jesus,  and  to  teach  the  word  of 
God,  and  to  shepherd  the  flock,  for  many  a  private  Christian  is  able  to  do 
all  this,  and  is  continually  doing  it ;  but  they  are  so  to  preach,  and  so  to 
teach,  and  so  to  discharge  the  shepherd’s  care,  as  that  the  saints  them¬ 
selves  shall  be  moved  and  held  to  the  doing  of  all  this  in  their  own  many 
spheres.  This  ministry,  then,  is  a  very  distinctive  thing.  It  is  some¬ 
thing  apart,  and  it  presupposes  and  requires  a  very  distinct  personal  con¬ 
secration.  If,  then,  there  be  such  a  thing  as  a  direct  call  from  Christ  to 
a  particular  man  to  enter  into  the  work  of  this  ministry,  that  call  must 
take  the  form  of  a  strongly  distinctive  movement  in  his  mind  ;  it  cannot 
be  simply  a  sense  of  duty  as  to  doing  good  and  saving  souls,  but  a  sense 
of  duty  in  that  direction,  which  must  be  such  as  cannot  be  satisfied  with¬ 
out  making  it  the  one  work  of  his  life. 

And,  again,  this  ministry  was  originated  by  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  for 
the  sake  of  its  possible  efficiency  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  its  in¬ 
stitution.  It  was  not  that  certain  dignities  might  be  established  in  His 
Church,  but  it  was  that  a  certain  work  might  be  done,  a  work  of  mag¬ 
nificent  importance.  Hence,  in  this  record  of  the  Divine  origin  of  the 
ministry,  the  only  place,  indeed,  where  we  find  a  formal  enumeration  of 
the  perpetual  official  ministry,  no  mention  is  made  of  what  is  called,  in 
ecclesiastical  history,  the  three  orders  of  the  ministry,  Bishops ,  Presby¬ 
ters ,  and  Deacons.  The  Apostle  does  not  here  deny  that  there  are  those 
three  orders  ;  but  he  does  not  so  much  as  allude  to  them  ;  says  nothing 
of  their  distinctions,  their  respective  prerogatives,  their  inter-relations, 
or  even  of  their  existence ;  and  yet,  in  this  very  place,  he  is  speaking  of 
the  ministry  expressly  as  it  is  essential  to  the  work  of  the  Church,  to  its 
extension,  its  growth  and  progress,  and  its  final  consummation.  Let  the 
Christian  ministry  consist  of  how  many  orders  soever,  the  value  of  each 
and  every  minister  must  be  determined  by  the  kind  of  work  he  is  doing, 
not  by  the  sort  of  dignity  he  occupies.  A  bishop  is  a  failure,  except  he 
do  the  work  of  an  evangelist,  or  else  of  a  pastor  and  teacher ;  and  a 
presbyter  is  a  failure,  except  he  do  the  work  of  an  evangelist,  or  else  of 
a  pastor  and  teacher.  The  great  question  is,  What  are  the  ministry 
doing  for  the  world  and  the  Church  ?  Are  they  preaching  the  Gospel  ? 
Are  they  teaching  the  word  of  God  ?  It  is  not  the  orders  of  the  min¬ 
istry  that  the  Holy  Spirit,  He  who  indited  these  words  from  the  Ephe¬ 
sians,  thinks  of  as  so  essential  to  the  Church  of  Christ,  whether  to  her 
being  or  her  well-being ;  but  it  is  this,  Are  the  living  ministry  of  to-day

evangelists?  Are  they  pastors  and  teachers?  What  is  it  that  they 
preach  ?  How  do  they  seek  to  lead  souls  to  Christ  ?  How  do  they  work 
to  build  up  the  people  of  God  ?  Consequently,  if  Christ  ever  call  a  man 
into  the  ministry,  this  is  that  spirit  of  the  ministry  which  He  must  call 
him  to  possess;  this  is  that  mode  of  judging  of  his  ministry  which  He 
would  call  him  to  cultivate ;  this  is  that  spiritual,  lowly  absorption  in 
his  work  which  He  would  call  him  to  maintain. 

So  clearly,  and  withal  so  peculiarly,  do  the  Scriptures  state  the  Divine 
institution  of  the  Christian  ministry ;  and  if,  in  addition  to  its  Divine 
origin  as  an  institution,  it  is  also  true  that  every  man  who  properly  enters 
the  ministry  is  specially  and  Divinely  called  thereunto,  then  have  we 
gained  certain  very  important  hints  as  to  the  kind  of  a  thing  that  call 
must  be. 

So  far  forth,  however,  I  have  said  nothing  of  positive  proof  of  there 
being  a  call  to  the  ministry.  We  are  now  ready  to  receive  the  proof; 
and  in  this  connection  I  ask  you  to  recur  to  those  same  words  of  holy 
Scripture,  “  He  gave  some,  Apostles ;  and  some,  prophets ;  and  some, 
evangelists;  and  some,  pastors  and  teachers.”  We  have  seen  the  force 
of  the  statement  that  Christ  gave  apostles,  prophets,  evangelists,  and  pas¬ 
tors  and  teachers,  that  is,  that  He  Himself  instituted  the  offices  of  the 
ministry ;  but  now  we  may  notice  that,  just  as  positively  it  is  stated 
that  He  gave  some  to  be  apostles,  and  some  to  be  prophets,  and  some  to 
be  evangelists,  and  some  to  be  pastors  and  teachers.  Certain  individuals 
were  given  to  this  office,  and  certain  individuals  were  given  to  that  office. 
The  Lord  Christ  selects  His  own  workmen,  and  He  discriminates  His 
different  workmen.  Just  as  positively  as  is  declared  the  institution  of 
the  offices,  so  positively  is  declared  the  designation  of  the  officers  ;  and 
in  the  same  breath  in  which  the  one  is  announced,  the  other  is  announced 
also.  Both  the  ministry  and  the  ministers  are  from  one  and  the  same 
source.  No  form  of  statement  could  be  either  more  definite  or  more 
sufficing.  Furthermore,  He  gave  some  to  this  office,  and  some  to  that 
office,  “  till  we  all  come  in  the  unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge 
of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature 
of  the  fullness  of  Christ.”  Perpetual  as  is  the  ministry,  then,  so  per¬ 
petual  is  the  call  to  the  ministry.  Yes,  a  real  thing  is  this  call.  It  is 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest  who  sends  laborers  into  His  harvest.  It  is  the 
Holy  Ghost,  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  who  makes  a  man  an  overseer  of  the 
flock  of  God.  It  is  a  Divine  matter,  this,  of  a  man’s  becoming  a  true 
minister  of  Jesus  Christ. 
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What,  then,  we  may  now  ask,  is  this  Divine  call  to  the  ministry  ? 
How  is  it  given  ?  and  how  may  it  be  ascertained  ?  Evidently  it  is  an 
influence  of  the  Spirit  of  God  upon  the  individual  mind  and  heart ; 
else  how  should  the  “  some”  who  are  called  know  of  their  call,  and  be 
led  to  act  upon  it  ?  And  it  is  a  very  special  influence  ;  else  bow  should 
they  know  that  the  sphere  of  usefulness  of  a  private  Christian  might  not 
suffice  for  them?  And  this  special  influence  of  the  Spirit  in  the  mind 
of  a  man  takes  the  form,  no  doubt,  of  a  deep  and  mighty  impression  ; 
an  impression  that  it  is  his  duty  to  give  himself  up  to  the  work  of  the 
ministry ;  an  impression  which  will  not  easily  be  put  down,  which  returns 
again  and  again,  which  weighs  upon  the  spirits,  which  knocks  and 
knocks  again  at  the  portals  of  the  will  for  a  submissive  reply.  This,  as 
from  the  nature  of  the  case  it  would  seem,  is  the  way  in  which  the  call 
is  communicated.  How  else  is  it  possible  to  conceive  of  it  ? 

Accordingly,  St.  Paul  said  of  himself,  “  Necessity  is  laid  upon  me ; 
yea,  woe  is  unto  me  if  I  preach  not  the  Gospel.”  He  said  not,  Woe  is 
unto  me  if  I  exercise  not  the  apostleship.  His  emphasis  was  on  that 
part  of  the  apostleship  which  consisted  in  preaching  the  Gospel.  It  was 
the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  which  gave  to  the  apostleship  its  value, 
which  summed  up  its  importance,  and  for  the  sake  of  which  whatever 
was  peculiar  to  it  existed ;  but  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  is  the  com¬ 
mon  duty  of  all  ministers  of  Christ.  Just  that  which  every  minister  is 
now  sent  to  do  was  what  laid  the  burden  upon  his  soul,  and  bound  him 
to  itself  as  with  hooks  of  steel.  Hence,  I  infer  that  every  one  called  of 
God  to  this  work  will  feel  as  did  Paul  ;  not,  by  any  means,  as  I  suppose, 
in  the  same  degree,  but  essentially  the  same.  Necessity ,  he  will  say,  is 
laid  upon  me.  A  conviction  of  duty  has  taken  possession  of  his  con¬ 
science,  and  he  cannot  lay  it  to  sleep.  He  is  not  thinking  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  ministry  as  of  merely  a  learned  profession,  which,  as  he  list,  he  may 
either  adopt  or  reject;  but  he  is  made  to  feel  that,  if  obedient  to  God, 
he  cannot  but  give  himself  up  to  the  ministry.  And  he  adds,  with  the 
Apostle,  “  Yea,  woe  is  unto  me  if  I  preach  not  the  Gospel.”  And  of 
such  woe  he  has  begun,  perhaps,  to  experience  the  meaning,  while  yet 
reluctant  to  obey,  the  woe  of  an  unfilial  walk  with  God,  of  clouds  and 
mists  as  between  God  and  his  soul,  of  a  spiritual  unrest,  of  being  can¬ 
kered  with  the  rust  of  a  self-chosen,  rebellious  plan  of  life,  and  of  being 
cast  aside  from  the  rewards  of  appointed  labor.  “  I  yield,  I  yield,”  he 
cries  ;  “  I  can  hold  out  no  more.” 

So  it  is,  that  he  who  has  God’s  call  to  the  ministry  upon  him  may 
ascertain  the  fact. 
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But  let  it  be  repeated,  that  this  impression  from  the  Spirit,  of  which 
we  speak,  is  something  more  than  simply  a  desire  to  do  good,  and  a  love 
of  souls,  and  a  delight  in  telling  others  of  Jesus.  For  all  this  should 
all  saints  feel  and  do.  They  all  have  a  ministry  committed  to  them  by 
Christ ;  a  ministry,  however,  which,  as  we  have  seen,  is  a  separate  thing 
from  the  official  ministry.  But  he  who  is  called  to  this  latter  work, 
besides  having  a  love  for  saving  souls,  will  feel  that  necessity  is  laid  upon 
him  to  make  it  the  one  interest  of  his  life. 

And  be  it  also  repeated,  that  when  a  man  is  under  this  influence  from 
the  Spirit,  it  is  not  ecclesiastical  dignities  he  is  reaching  forward  to,  nor 
is  it  the  exhibition  of  himself  in  the  performance  of  rites  and  ceremo¬ 
nies.  Ordinarily,  indeed,  every  minister  must  have  to  do  with  more  or 
less  of  ecclesiastical  arrangements  ;  but  such  things  are  only  incidental 
to  his  ministry  ;  they  are  not  the  essence  and  purpose  of  it.  He  who  is 
taught  of  the  Spirit  to  go  into  the  ministry,  and  in  the  proportion  that 
he  is  controlled  by  the  Spirit,  is  full  of  thoughts  about  proclaiming  the 
salvation  in  J esus,  and  about  administering  the  word  of  God ;  and  his 
soul  is  thrilling  with  the  anxious  desire  to  become  a  workman  that  need- 
eth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  life. 

But  the  “  what”  of  our  question  has  not  yet  been  fully  answered ;  for 
there  is  the  Church’s  part  in  the  call  to  the  ministry.  And  her  part  is 
very  important,  though  exceedingly  little  it  be  as  compared  with  the 
Divine  call.  Her  only  possible  agency  in  this  matter  is  to  recognize  and 
identify  the  call  of  God  ;  to  attest  it  by  her  consent,  and  then  herself  to 
receive  the  messenger  whom  Christ  has  sent.  What  else  can  she  do  ? 
The  call  of  God  is  all-sufficient,  and  nothing  of  force  can  she  add  to  it. 
She  cannot  give  the  right  to  minister,  for  Christ  Himself  has  done  that 
in  the  case  cf  one  whom  He  has  called.  She  cannot  make  a  minister  of 
the  Gospel,  for  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  does  that  when  He  sends  forth 
the  laborer  into  His  harvest.  But  she  can  and  should  acknowledge  him 
when  made  of  God,  and  receive  him,  and  encourage  and  sustain  him. 
This  is  her  only  connection  with  a  call  to  the  ministry.  It  is  her  duty 
and  privilege,  indeed,  to  be  intensely  concerned  about  the  increase  of  the 
ministry,  and  to  pray  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send  forth  more 
laborers,  and  to  place  the  subject  strongly  before  the  attention  of  her 
young  men  ;  to  appeal  to  them  to  say  whether  the  Spirit  be  not  moving 
them  to  enter  into  this  ministry.  But  she  is  not  to  make  a  pretence  of 
calling  them.  And  our  Church  expressly  declares  this  to  be  her  own 
view  of  the  matter,  for  she  asks  the  candidate  for  her  ministry  this  ques¬ 
tion,  “  Do  you  trust  that  you  are  inwardly  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost  to 
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take  upon  you  this  office  and  ministration  ?”  Her  only  proper  attitude 
is  that  of  waiting  and  looking  for  the  Lord,  and  her  only  utterance  should 
be,  “Speak,  Lord,  for  Thy  servant  heareth.”  And  when  the  Lord  hath 
spoken,  then  is  it  her  only  responsibility  to  identify  the  Lord’s  voice,  and 
gladly  bow  submissive.  And  if  she  do  otherwise,  and  give  her  sanction 
to  one,  as  if  the  Lord  had  called  him,  whom  yet  the  Lord  hath  not  called, 
then  she  has  put  a  man  in  the  wrong  place ;  she  has  named  one  a  min¬ 
ister  of  Christ  whom  Christ  has  not  so  named,  and  who,  therefore,  is  no 
true  minister  of  Christ,  for  Christ  alone  can  call  into  His  own  ministry. 

But  her  recognition  and  acknowledgment  are  essential  to  a  true  min¬ 
ister’s  efficiency  in  the  discharge. of  his  ministry,  since  without  them  his 
scope  of  operation  could  be  but  very  limited.  Besides,  they  are  a  secu¬ 
rity,  if  only  she  be  as  intelligent  and  cautious  as  she  may,  against  a 
man’s  mistaking  his  mere  fancies  for  impressions  from  God’s  Spirit. 
One  may  be  easily  induced  to  suppose  himself  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost, 
when  really  it  is  not  so ;  and  the  Church’s  duty  is  to  sit  in  judgment  on 
every  case,  and  subject  it  to  a  proper  test.  Nor  is  the  test  a  difficult  and 
complicated  matter.  There  is,  first  of  all,  the  man’s  own  profession  that 
necessity  is  laid  upon  him  to  preach  the  Gospel ;  and  this,  his  profession, 
should  be  distinct  and  earnest.  And  now,  if  he  be  a  converted  man,  and 
of  evident  piety,  and  a  man  of  general  good  sense,  and  an  earnest  man, 
and  sound  in  the  faith,  and  intei'ested  for  the  salvation  of  souls,  then  may 
his  own  profession  be  believed,  and  the  Church  acknowledge  him  as 
sent  of  God.  Oh,  how  comparatively  rare  are  such  caution  and  faithful¬ 
ness  in  the  Church’s  dealings  with  her  candidates  for  the  ministry  ! 

But  now,  in  what  way  shall  the  Church  give  expression  to  her  recog¬ 
nition  and  acknowledgment  of  one  whom  she  believes  God  to  have  called  ? 
In  whatever  way  she  may  judge  most  fitting  and  desirable.  It  is  left 
wholly  to  her  own  discretion.  The  essence  of  the  matter  is  in  her  con¬ 
senting  to  the  fact  of  the  Divine  call ;  and  this,  her  consent,  she  may 
express  in  any  one  of  various  methods.  She  may  simply  appoint  to  the 
ministry  those  whom  she  believes  to  have  been  called  of  God  ;  or  she 
may  devise  some  solemn  form  or  ceremony  of  setting  them  apart ;  or, 
especially,  she  may  use  “  the  laying  on  of  hands”  upon  them.  She  is 
perfectly  free,  and  may  do  as  it  seemeth  to  her  best.  The  six  or  seven 
words  in  the  New  Testament  which  are  translated  “  ordain,”  mean  simply 
to  appoint,  without  reference  to  any  mode  of  making  the  appointment ; 
nor  is  there  any  command  of  Scripture  requiring  the  laying  on  of  hands 
in  ministerial  ordination.  I  say  not  that  laying  on  of  hands  was  never 
used  in  the  Apostles’  times  in  the  ordination  of  ministers ;  but  this  I  do 
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say,  there  is  not  recorded  in  the  New  Testament  a  single  undoubted  in¬ 
stance  of  it  in  the  ordination  of  either  an  evangelist  or  a  pastor  and 
teacher.  Acts  xiii,  3,  is  not  a  case  at  all  of  inducting  into  the  ministry, 
but  of  the  setting  apart  of  such  as  were  already  in  the  ministry  (Paul 
himself  was  one  of  those)  to  a  particular  missionary  undertaking.  Acts 
vi,  6,  was  the  setting  apart  to  office  in  secular  things  in  the  Church;  and 
although  Philip,  one  of  the  seven  thus  invested  with  office,  did  afterward 
preach  as  an  evangelist,  yet  does  it  not  follow  that  he  did  so  by  virtue  of 
having  been  put  into  that  office.  Nay,  according  to  the  statement  there 
made,  that  office  was  wholly  one  of  “  serving  tables,”  and  that  in  express 
contradistinction  to  “  the  ministry  of  the  word.”  In  Acts  xiv,  23,  it  is 
said,  “  And  when  they  had  ordained  them  elders  in  every  Church,  and 
had  prayed  with  fasting,  they  commended  them  to  the  Lord.”  Here,  at 
the  ordination  of  presbyters  in  many  Churches,  the  only  things  done  in 
connection  with  the  appointing  of  the  presbyters  were,  so  far  as  we  are 
told,  “prayer  and  fasting.”  In  1  Tim.  iv,  14,  the  Apostle  says  to  Timo¬ 
thy,  “  Neglect  not  the  gift  that  is  in  thee,  which  was  given  thee  by  pro¬ 
phecy,  with  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the  presbytery and  in  2 
Tim.  i,  6,  “  I  put  thee  in  remembrance  that  thou  stir  up  the  gift  of  God, 
which  is  in  thee  by  the  putting  on  of  my  hands.”  In  these  passages  the 
Apostle  speaks  of  a  certain  gift,  a  charisma  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  which 
had  been  given  to  Timothy  by  means  of  prophecy,  with  the  laying  on  of 
hands.  Now,  bearing  in  mind  this  very  peculiar  language,  and  remem¬ 
bering  also  that,  as  the  New  Testament  repeatedly  states,  the  laying 
on  of  hands  was  the  commonly  established  way  of  imparting  the  miracu¬ 
lous  gifts  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  interpretation  of  these  words  of  St. 
Paul  might  be  reasonably  regarded  as  the  preferable  one — that  which 
makes  them  refer  to  his  ordination  to  the  ministry  simply  as  such,  or 
that  which  understands  them  to  say  that  an  extraordinary  charisma  of 
the  Spirit  was  conferred  upon  Timothy,  whether  at  the  time  of  his  ordina¬ 
tion,  or  on  some  subsequent  occasion  ?  At  the  least,  it  is  very  far  from 
being  evident  that  the  Apostle  must  be  regarded  as  referring  to  ordina¬ 
tion. 

I  quote  one  other  place  ;  it  is  1  Tim.  v,  22  :  “  Lay  hands  suddenly  on 
no  man,  neither  be  partaker  of  other  men’s  sins  ?”  Does  this  laying  on 
of  hands  refer  to  ordination  ?  So  to  refer  it,  says  Bishop  Ellic-ott,  is  to 
be  “  without  success  in  explaining  the  context.  The  preceding  warnings, 
and  still  more  the  decided  language  of  the  following  clause,  appear  to 
point  so  very  clearly  to  some  disciplinary  functions,  that  it  seems  best, 
with  Hammond  (so  also  De  IVette,  Wiesing),  to  refer  these  words  to  the 
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imposition  of  hands  on  the  absolution  of  penitents,  and  their  readmission 
to  Church  fellowship;  so,  apparently,  Jeremy  Taylor,  Dissuasive,  Part 
k,  1,  2, 'though  otherwise  in  Episcopacy,  §14.”  And  in  regard  to  the 
following  clause  (“Neither  be  partaker  of  other  men’s  sins,”  or,  as  Elli- 
cott  translates,  “  nor  yet  share  in  the  sins  of  others”),  the  Bishop  con¬ 
tinues  :  “  The  remark  of  De  Wette  on  this  clause  seems  reasonable,  that 
if  the  reference  were  to  ordination,  this  sequence  to  the  command  would 
imply  a  greater  corruption  in  the  Church  than  is  at  all  credible.  To 
admit  that  sins  (here)  points  to  sinners  (20th  verse),  and  yet  to  conceive 
that  presbyters  are  referred  to  in  the  latter  expression,  and  candidates  for 
ordination  in  the  former,  is  a  -narrow  and  somewhat  cheerless  view  of  a 
Church  which,  with  all  its  faults,  could  not  bear  ‘  them  which  were  evil,’ 
and  knew  how  to  reject  false  apostles  (Rev.  ii,  2).”  It  is  thus  by  no 
means  clear  that  the  Apostle  is  here  referring  to  ordination  ;  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  as  it  seems  to  me,  the  decided  preponderance  is  against  such 
reference. 

I  repeat,  then,  there  is  neither  command  of  Scripture  requiring  the 
laying  on  of  hands  in  ordination,  nor  a  single  undoubted  instance  of  its 
use  in  the  setting  apart  of  either  an  evangelist  or  a  pastor  and  teacher. 
I  do  not  therefore  infer,  however,  that  the  Church  is  hereby  shut  off 
from  practicing  the  imposition  of  hands  in  ordination,  if  she  elect  so  to 
do.  She  is  neither  commanded  nor  forbidden,  and  is  remanded  to  her 
own  free  discretion.  But  what  we  have  gained  from  this  argument  is 
this,  that  the  essence  of  the  Church’s  part  in  the  call  to  the  ministry 
resides  not  in  any  particular  mode  of  ordination  or  appointment,  but 
solely  in  the  giving  her  consent  to  the  fact  that  God  hath  called.  And, 
accordingly,  so  much  the  more  clearly  may  be  seen  the  Church’s  respon¬ 
sibility  of  looking  to  and  ascertaining  the  call  of  God  in  any  indi¬ 
vidual  case,  and  also  the  candidate’s  responsibility  of  considering  well 
the  kind  and  extent  of  his  own  dealings  with  God  with  reference  to  the 
ministry. 

Nor  am  I,  in  the  view  here  presented,  at  all  out  of  harmony  with  the 
teachings  of  our  Church.  Archbishop  Cranmer  says :  “  In  the  New 
Testament,  he  that  is  appointed  to  be  a  bishop  or  a  presbyter  needeth  no 
consecration  by  the  Scripture ;  for  election  or  appointing  thereto  is  suffi¬ 
cient.”  (“  Remains  and  Letters,”  Parker  Society  edition,  p.  117.)  Nay, 
our  Church  has  even  spoken  authoritatively  to  this  effect.  In  her 
Twenty-fifth  Article  of  religion,  after  saying,  “  there  are  two  sacraments 
ordained  of  Christ,”  she  proceeds  to  give  her  reason  for  rejecting  the  other 
five  so-called  sacraments  of  the  Romish  Church,  among  which  is  that  of 
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orders  and  this  is  her  reason  :  “  For  that  they  have  not  any  visible 
sign  or  ceremony  ordained  of  Giod.”  According  to  this  authoritative 
language,  ordination  to  the  miuistry  has  not  any  visible  sign  or  ceremony 
ordained  of  God.  Neither  the  laying  on  of  hands  nor  any  other  mode 
is  ordained  of  God  to  be  the  sign  of  a  minister’s  induction  into  office. 
Our  Church  has  spoken,  and  explicit  is  her  decision.  And  even  yet 
more  tremendous  is  her  voice  to  this  effect.  For,  in  1562,  Archbishop 
Parker  and  his  coadjutors  gave  this  Article  its  present  form,  which  differs 
greatly  from  that  of  1553.  Now,  in  the  Scotch  First  Book  of  Disci¬ 
pline,”  1560,  it  is  said  :  “  Other  ceremonie  than  the  public  approbation 
of  the  people,  and  declaration  of  the  chiefe  minister,  that  the  person 
there  presented  is  appointed  to  serve  the  Church,  we  cannot  pprove ; 
for  albeit  the  apostles  used  imposition  of  hands,  yet  seeing  the  miracle  is 
ceased,  the  using  of  the  ceremonie  we  judge  not  necessarie.”  So  that 
Archbishop  Parker  and  his  coadjutors  adopted  the  present  phraseology 
of  this  Article  with  full  intelligence  of  the  ground  taken  by  the  Reform¬ 
ers  of  North  Britain.  It  was  no  slip  of  the  pen  ;  nor  was  this  particular 
phraseology  set  down  without  thinking,  at  the  time,  of  its  application  to 
the  subject  of  ordination.  And  so  we  may  perfectly  understand  what  is 
meant  by  the  statement  in  the  Twenty-third  Article :  “  Those  we  ought 
to  judge  lawfully  called  and  sent,  which  be  chosen  and  called  to  this 
work  by  men  who  have  public  authority  given  unto  them  in  the  congre¬ 
gation  to  call  and  send  ministers  into  the  Lord’s  vineyard where  there 
is  not  a  word  as  to  form  of  ordination  as  needful  to  a  calling  and  being 
sent.  That  the  English  Reformers  adopted  the  “  imposition  of  hands” 
(as  in  the  Preface  to  the  Ordinal)  as  their  chosen  mode  of  ordaining  to 
the  ministry,  is  what  they  were  at  liberty  to  do  ;  but  they  were  careful 
to  say  that  it  is  by  no  means  a  necessary  thing,  and  the  use  of  it  does 
not  set  aside  the  definite  declaration  that  it  is  not  ordained  of  God. 
Thus,  every  way,  the  Church’s  only  agency  in  this  matter  is  one  of  cau¬ 
tious  ascertainment  and  hearty  acknowledgment ;  and  the  entire  emphasis 
of  a  call  to  the  ministry  is  thrown  upon  the  fact  of  its  Divine  origin. 
This  is  the  great  feature  of  the  subject.  It  is  that  which  needs  to  be 
pressed  home  to  the  moral  consciousness  of  whosoever  is  thinking  of 
entering  the  ministry.  It  should  startle  our  Church  from  out  of  her  too 
great  ecclesiasticism  in  connection  with  the  ministry,  and  remove  her,  in 
self-humiliation,  into  those  more  spiritual  perceptions  and  that  cautious 
concernment  which  alone  become  her,  under  the  historic  leadership  of 
her  own  righteous  decisions. 

E 
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So  have  I  answered,  as  I  have  been  able,  the  first  part  of  onr  question, 
“  What  is  a  call  to  the  ministry  ?” 

And  now  as  to  the  second  part  of  the  question,  “What  are  the  quali¬ 
fications  for  a  successful  ministry?”  The  qualifications  are  easily  un¬ 
rolled  from  within  the  true  doctrine  of  a  call  to  the  ministry. 

For,  first,  it  results  from  that  doctrine,  that,  in  order  to  a  successful 
ministry,  it  must  have  been  preceded  by  the  call  from  God.  A  king 
chooseth  his  own  ambassador,  and  to  none  else,  as  such,  doth  he  give  his 
approval.  If  the  Lord  Jesus  reserves  to  Himself  the  prerogative  of 
calling  to  the  ministry,  then,  selCevidently,  they  who  are  in  the  Church’s 
ministry  without  having  been  so  called  of  Him,  are  wanting  in  the  very 
first  prerequisite  of  success.  Not  that  they  may  not  be  very  popular ; 
but  popularity  is  not  always  success.  And  they  may  do  some  good,  and 
be  instrumental  in  saving  some  souls,  just  as  might  have  been  the  case 
had  they  remained  private  Christians ;  but  that  does  not  make  them  suc¬ 
cessful  as  ministers.  The  genuine  success  of  a  minister  is  the  accom¬ 
plishing  of  what  the  ministry  was  instituted  to  do ;  and  that  is,  both  to 
save  souls,  and  to  teach  the  word,  and  shepherd  the  flock,  on  a  larger 
scale  than  that  on  which  unofficial  Christians  can  do  it.  A  minister  has 
it  for  his  work,  either  so  to  add  to  the  blessed  company  of  all  believing 
people,  or  so  to  build  them  up  and  develop  them,  as  no  one  can  whose 
soul  is  not  inspired  of  God  with  the  true  spirit  and  power  of  the  min¬ 
istry.  But,  clearly,  only  they  will  be  so  inspired  whom  the  Master  Him¬ 
self  hath  sent.  It  is  the  Holy  Spirit  of  Christ  who  must  touch  the  soul 
with  the  evangelistic  fire  of  His  own  institution.  It  is  the  Holy  Spirit 
of  Christ  who  must  kindle  up  the  soul  to  the  truthfulness,  and  the  sin¬ 
gleness,  and  the  patience,  and  the  love  of  the  teacher's  life-long  work, 
and  to  the  faithfulness  of  the  shepherd’s  care  as  against  the  lion  and  the 
bear.  But  will  the  Holy  Spirit  do  this  in  the  case  of  one  whom  He  has 
not  chosen  to  this  work,  especially  since  He  jealously  holds  as  exclusively 
His  own  the  prerogative  of  calling  into  the  ministry  ?  Nay,  he  is  the 
man  who  stands  invested  with  the  first  essential  qualification  for  success, 
who  has  been  driven  from  within  to  say,  Necessity  is  laid  upon  me;  yea , 
woe  is  unto  me  if  I  preach  not  the  Gospel. 

It  is  a  second  result  from  our  doctrine  of  the  call  to  the  ministry,  that, 
in  order  to  his  true  success,  the  minister  must  be  a  converted  man. 
Never  yet  did  the  Holy  Spirit  call  an  unconverted  man  to  enter  upon 
the  work  of  the  ministry.  No  doubt  many  a  man  has  felt  that,  should 
he  ever  be. converted,  he  would  then  feel  it  his  duty  to  preach  the  Gospel ; 
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and  sometimes  has  he  been  deterred  by  that  very  premonition  from  being 
brought  under  the  converting  power  of  God.  In  every  such  case,  how¬ 
ever,  the  pressing  cpiestion  of  the  conscience  is,  not  shall  I  now  begin 
the  work  of  the  ministry  ?  but,  shall  I  now  give  myself  to  J esus  ?  The 
fact  of  the  call  implies  and  requires  the  fact  of  conversion.  For  always 
a  messenger  must  know  his  message,  else  he  cannot  deliver  it.  How 
shall  a  minister  say  what  he  is  sent  to  say,  who  has  no  knowledge  for 
himself  of  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation  ?  He  is  not  an  errand-boy,  car¬ 
rying  in  his  pocket  to  their  appointed  destination  certain  sealed  pro¬ 
posals  ;  but  he  is  a  herald,  to  lift  up  his  voice,  and  tell  to  others  the 
proclamation  of  his  Sovereign  Lord  and  Saviour.  He  is  not  a  priest,  for 
posturing  and  performing ;  he  is  not  a  player,  to  win  audience  from  such 
as  gape  astonishment  at  his  fancies  of  the  chancel ;  but  he  is  a  hunter 
after  souls,  telling  to  all  around  what  a  dear  Saviour  he  has  found. 
Such  an  experience  of  salvation  is  the  only  true  knowing.  Except  a 
preacher  know  that  which  yet  “passeth  knowledge,'1  he  cannot  rightly 
speak  to  others.  He  must  have  in  his  own  heart  “  the  unsearchable 
riches  of  Christ,”  before  he  can  distill  their  sweetness  on  other  hearts. 
He  must  have  learned  from  his  own  conflicts  with  Satan,  before  he  will 
know  how  to  snatch  his  shepherd’s  crook  from  within  the  lids  of  the 
Bible,  and  go  forth  to  touch,  to  pull,  to  push  the  wandering  sheep,  and 
guide  them  safely  into  green  fields,  and  beside  the  still  waters.  Such  a 
qualification  for  a  successful  ministry  is  the  minister’s  own  conversion  to 
God,  as  cannot  be  dispensed  with. 

It  is  a.  third  qualification,  that  he  shall  be  intelligently  sound  in  the 
faith.  For,  if  not,  he  cannot  be  true  to  the  terms  of  his  ambassadorial 
commission.  He  is  called  of  God  to  teach  and  preach  the  faith  of  the 
Gospel ;  and  not  only  must  he  have  felt  its  converting  power  in  his  own 
soul,  but  he  should  be  able  adequately  to  conceive  of  it,  and  rightly  to 
state  it,  according  to  what  may  be  the  needs  of  particular  occasions,  in 
its  great  substance.  Essentially  what  Jesus  is  to  the  lost  sinner  ;  what 
He  is  as  Prophet,  Priest,  and  King ;  what,  precisely,  has  been  done  by 
the  Incarnate  God  and  Sufferer  to  effectuate  our  redemption  ;  what  is  the 
fullness  and  freeness  of  the  salvation  so  sovereignly  offered  to  a  believer’s 
instant  acceptance — in  all  this  he  should  be  able  to  deliver  his  message 
with  some  good  degree  of  accuracy  and  sufficiency.  He  may  have  nothing 
to  do  with  any  metaphysical  niceties  of  thought  or  of  expression ;  and, 
generally,  the  less  of  such  chameleon-like  refinements,  the  better  ;  but 
he  must  have  to  do  with  the  exact  truth  of  salvation,  and  with  its  main 
proportions.  Just  as  he  is  at  fault  here,  it  will  bring  upon  his  ministry 
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a  proportionable  amount  of  misdirection  and  miscarriage.  If  he  sow 
cockle  for  wheat,  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  will  not  give  him  to  gather 
wheat  from  off  the  cockle.  If  he  build  upon  Jesus  Christ,  the  true  foun¬ 
dation,  wood,  hay,  stubble,  instead  of  silver,  gold,  precious  stones,  his 
work  as  a  minister  shall  be  burned  up,  and  he  shall  have  no  success  at 
all,  notwithstanding  that  men  may  admire  him  as  a  marvel  of  genius, 
and  though  he  himself  should  be  saved  as  by  fire.  A  successful  minister 
is  intelligently  sound  in  the  faith. 

It  is  a  fourth  qualification,  that  he  shall  be  in  the  habit  of  cultivating 
his  acquaintance  with  the  word  of  God.  For  if  he  is  to  preach  the  faith 
of  the  Gospel,  then  must  he  keep  a  close  eye  to  the  inspired  expression 
of  that  faith.  “  The  sower  soweth  the  word  and  thereunto  hath  the 
Master  sent  him  into  the  fields.  Even  in  the  work  of  evangelizing ,  the 
more  he  knows  of  the  mighty  forces  of  the  word,  the  more  effectually 
shall  he  address  himself  to  the  consciences  and  hearts  of  the  unconverted. 
And  much  more  does  he  need  such  deepening  knowledge  for  the  work  of 
teaching ,  and  edifying ,  and  advancing  the  converted  multitude  com¬ 
mitted  to  his  care.  To  know  not  alone  the  substance  of  what  is  revealed, 
but  also  the  shades  of  thought  of  God’s  mind,  so  wondrously  spread 
before  us,  as,  for  instance,  the  use  here,  and  the  different  use  there,  by 
the  Spirit,  of  one  and  the  same  truth — this  will  much  contribute  to  his 
approved  success  before  God.  Such  administering  of  the  word  is  like  a 
farmer’s  deep  subsoiling ;  it  goes  down  into  the  loamy  richness  of  a  soul 
well  taught;  and  the  plant  of  Christian  piety,  springing  forth  from  roots 
like  those,  will  survive,  in  vigorous  and  tenacious  life,  the  frosts  and  the 
winds  of  the  world,  and  will  blossom  abundantly  into  the  fruit  which 
yellowcth  for  the  garner  of  God.  A  teacher  like  this,  indeed,  so  pains¬ 
taking  and  so  wisely  scriptural,  may  expose  himself,  for  this  very  reason, 
to  many  a  severe  yet  ignorant  criticism  on  the  part  of  the  unthinking 
babblers  in  the  Church  around  him;  but  Christ  will  say  to  him,  “  Well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servant !”  The  successful  minister  must  be  a 
man  of  one  Book. 

Fifthly,  he  must  be  j  ealous  over  himself,  as  to  his  own  growth  in 
grace.  Otherwise,  more  or  less,  he  will  lose  interest  in  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  ministry  to  which  he  has  been  called.  And  then  the 
world  will  begin  to  distract  him,  and  a  worldliness  of  spirit,  in  one  or 
other  of  its  many  insidious  forms,  will  enter,  and  vitiate  his  ministra¬ 
tions.  To  keep  himself  well  fed  on  the  bread  of  life ;  to  be  much  with 
Jesus  in  reading,  and  in  meditation,  and  in  prayer ;  to  be  drinking  ever¬ 
more  out  of  the  wells  of  salvation,  and  rejoicing  in  hope  of  the  glory 
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of  God — so  does  the  minister  continue  himself  in  personal  harmony  with 
the  tidings  he  is  to  deliver.  So  will  he  speak,  “  not  with  enticing  words 
of  man’s  wisdom,  but  in  demonstration  of  the  Spirit  and  of  power.” 
So  will  he  have 

“  The  fire  so  bright,  the  love  so  sweet, 

The  unction  spiritual.” 

And,  sixthly,  he  must  have  the  qualification  of  habitually  magnifying 
his  office.  Not  in  the  sense  of  pride,  or  vanity,  or  arrogance ;  not  in 
the  spirit  of  an  ecclesiastical  pretentiousness  ;  but  as  giving  due  import¬ 
ance  to  the  fact  of  his  having  been  chosen  of  God  to  the  responsible 
work  of  the  ministry.  Surely,  when  one  has  been  so  chosen,  it  is  but 
reverence  to  God  that  he  should  bear  it  in  mind,  and  from  time  to  time 
search  himself  through  in  the  light  of  a  distinction  so  solemn.  Nor  is 
it  only  fitting  ;  it  is  necessary.  He  needs  it  for  securing  his  self- 
devotement  in  the  sphere  of  his  office.  That  he  should  be  a  converted 
man,  and  sound  in  the  faith,  and  a  diligent  learner  of  God’s  word,  and  a 
man  of  steady  growth  in  the  personal  power  of  a  Gospel  life,  is  no  more 
than  what  a  private  Christian  should  be ;  but  he  needs  to  be  all  this, 
upon  a  wider  field  and  in  a  grander  work.  Therefore  he  should  bethink 
himself  in  respect  of  his  great  office.  “I  am  called  of  God.  I  have 
been  chosen  out  from  among  my  brethren.  I  am  a  trumpet  at  the  lips 
of  God.  I  am  an  overseer  and  a  leader  of  the  saints.  The  Eye  of  God 
is  upon  me.”  Yes,  these  things  let  him  say  often  to  himself;  let  him 
say  them  on  his  knees.  This  is  the  magnifying  of  his  office,  and  at  the 
same  time  the  humbling  of  the  officer.  Thoughts  like  these  will  conse¬ 
crate  him  to  the  Gospel  distinctiveness  of  his  life-long  ministry. 
Thoughts  like  these  are  a  sursum  cor,  a  rise  up,  my  heart.  They  are 
like  the  tightening  of  a  girth  about  a  racer’s  loins.  They  are  as  a  needed 
tap  of  the  bell,  whereby  all  truant  tendencies  are  warned  back  to  their 
places,  and  brought  into  working  condition.  And  the  gain  in  personal 
concentration  is  tremendous.  No  longer  does  he  fear  the  face  of  man. 
No  more  does  he  idolize  the  flatteries  of  men.  He  thinks  of  his  work, 
he  thinks  of  his  Master,  and  much  is  he  in  prayer  for  the  poioer  from 
on  high  to  descend  on  his  ministrations. 

And  now  there  is  a  seventh  qualification  for  a  successful  ministry, 
which  we  may  not  ignore.  I  have  reserved  the  mention  of  it  to  the 
last,  for  the  reason  that  I  regard  it  as  the  least  of  all.  Yet,  not  by  any 
means  as  undervaluing  it,  but  only  as  comparatively  estimating  it.  The 
minister  of  Christ  should  aim  at  acquiring  as  much  of  what  is  known  as 
the  higher  culture ,  as  may  be  within  his  reach.  An  ambassador  is  ex- 
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pected  by  his  sovereign  to  avail  himself,  in  the  discharge  of  his  commis¬ 
sion,  of  whatever  advantages  may  be  in  his  way.  The  ambassador  of 
God  is  sent  forth  to  preach  the  Gospel  ;  that  is  his  one  business ;  but  if 
he  lay  hold  on  existing  circumstances,  and  turn  them  to  good  account,  he 
may  the  more  ably  preach  the  Gospel.  If  he  can  keep  himself  abreast 
of  the  best  thought  of  his  time,  so  much  the  better ;  and  yet  he  is  not 
to  do  so  at  the  expense  of  being  beguiled  away  from  either  the  fullness, 
the  freeness,  or  the  pride-abasing  character  of  his  message,  as  given  him 
of  God;  nor  as  letting  be  stolen  from  him  the  habit  of  believingly  stu¬ 
dying  God’s  inspired  word,  a  true  spirituality  of  perception,  and  the 
sweetness  and  power  of  his  heart-experience  of  Jesus.  Even  if  a  min¬ 
ister  have  nothing  of  the  higher  culture,  while  yet  otherwise  he  is  pro¬ 
perly  qualified  for  his  office,  rest  assured  that  his  will  be  a  successful 
ministry,  for  the  word  of  the  Lord  is  “  like  as  a  fire,  and  like  a  hammer 
that  breaketh  the  rock  in  pieces.”  If,  on  the  other  hand,  while  he  is 
accomplished  in  that  much-admired  learning,  he  yet  has  lost  the  experi¬ 
mental  blessedness  of  God’s  grace  in  his  heart,  and  he  is  thinking  of  how 
to  make  the  Gospel  doctrines  palatable  to  the  pro.ud  intellects  of  men, 
rather  than  longing  and  praying  that  those  doctrines,  just  as  they  are, 
shall  be  made  of  God  to  kindle  in  the  burning  flame  of  power  upon  the 
consciences  and  hearts  of  his  hearers,  then  his  will  not  be  a  successful 
ministry,  even  though  the  doting  world  should  pat  and  pet  him  as  its 
own  beloved  favorite.  In  fine,  all  the  philosophy,  all  the  science,  all  the 
accomplishment  in  literature,  which  the  minister  may  be  able  to  appro¬ 
priate,  let  him  appropriate,  and  properly  use.  As  sanctified  of  God,  and 
with  the  clear  Gospel  in  his  own  soul,  overflowing  all  around  him,  wash¬ 
ing  clean,  and  bearing  away  on  its  bosom,  the  thoughts  and  discoveries 
of  men,  all  such  learning  may  do  him  good  service  as  against  many  forms 
of  men’s  unbelief,  and  vindicate  the  ways  of  God  on  even  the  boasted 
domain  of  the  world’s  intellectual  pride.  At  the  same  time,  let  those 
attainments  be  only  of  secondary  importance  in  the  plans  and  purposes 
of  the  Gospel  preacher.  His  strong  fort  is  the  identical  Gospel  itself, 
which  the  Lord  has  committed  to  his  lips  ;  and  if  he  deliver  the  Gospel 
with  the  interest  and  power  of  one  who  has  himself  received  it,  to  his 
own  blessing  and  salvation  ;  if  he  deliver  it  with  the  winning  sweetness 
of  the  love  of  Jesus,  as  felt  in  himself,  and  with  the  Christian  wisdom 
of  a  thoughtful  man  among  men,  then,  whatever  else  he  may  have  or  not 
have,  his  Gospel  shall  be  effective.  “  For,”  as  saith  the  Lord,  “  as  the 
rain  cometh  down,  and  the  snow  from  heaven,  and  returneth  not  thither, 
but  watereth  the  earth,  and  maketh  it  bring  forth  and  bud,  that  it  may 
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give  seed  to  the  sower,  and  bread  to  the  eater  ;  so  shall  my  word  he  that 
goeth  forth  out  of  my  mouth  :  it  shall  not  return  unto  me  void,  but  it 
shall  accomplish  that  which  I  please,  and  it  shall  prosper  in  the  thing 
whereto  I  sent  it.” 

And  so  have  I  answered,  as  I  have  been  able,  the  second  part  of  our 
question,  “  What  are  the  qualifications  for  a  successful  ministry  ?” 

Behold,  now,  a  successful  ministry  is  not  an  unattainable  something. 
As  comprehensively  considered,  the  whole  subject  resolves  itself  into 
these  two  points — the  call  from  God,  and  a  full  personal  consecration  to 
God.  Of  what  stupendous  importance  is  our  theme  !  Perhaps,  never 
of  more  importance  to  be  considered  by  the  people  of  God,  than  at  the 
present  time.  We  appeal  to  the  Church,  and  we  appeal  to  the  young- 
men  of  the  Church.  To  the  former  we  say,  Lay  your  responsibilities  in 
this  matter  to  heart ;  be  especially  jealous  for  the  honor  of  God  in  the 
call  to  the  ministry,  and  he  instant  in  prayer  that  the  Lord  of  the  harvest 
would  send  forth  more  laborers  into  His  harvest.  And  to  the  latter  we 
say,  Young  men,  are  you  true  to  the  Spirit’s  voice  within  you?  Seek 
not  the  ministry,  indeed,  except  necessity  be  laid  upon  you.  But  if  so, 
come ;  linger  not ;  quench  not  the  Spirit,  and  give  yourselves  up  to  this 
your  God-chosen  service.  It  is  a  solemn  life-work,  but  indeed  it  is 
gracious  and  glorious. 

“  There  stands  the  messenger  of  truth  :  there  stands 
The  legate  of  the  skies ! — his  theme  divine, 

His  office  sacred,  his  credentials  clear. 

By  him,  the  violated  law  speaks  out 

Its  thunders ;  and  by  him,  in  strains  as  sweet 

As  angels  use,  the  Gospel  whispers  peace. 

He  ’stablishes  the  strong,  restores  the  weak, 

Reclaims  the  wanderer,  binds  the  broken  heart, 

And,  armed  himself  in  panoply  complete 
Of  heavenly  temper,  furnishes  with  arms, 

Bright  as  his  own,  and  trains,  by  every  rule 
Of  holy  discipline,  to  glorious  war, 

The  sacramental  hosts  of  God’s  Elect.”

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TIIE  DIVINE  CALL  TO  THE  MINISTRY. 

By  the  Bishop  of  Oxford. 


- :o: - 

“  Do  you  trust  that  you  are  inwardly  moved  by  the 
Holy  Ghost  to  take  upon  you  this  office  and  ministra¬ 
tion,  to  serve  God  for  the  promoting  of  His  glory  and 
the  edifying  of  His  people?” — Ordination  Service  of  the 
Episcopal  Church. 

This  is  an  awful  question  to  put — an  awful  one  to  answer.  Your 
reply  must  be  spoken  deliberately ;  with  the  full  fore-knowledge 
that  it  must  be  rendered ;  with  every  opportunity  of  self-examina¬ 
tion  ;  after  solemn  prayer  ;  in  the  presence  of  the  Church ;  before 
the  jealous  God  who  smote  of  old  with  sudden  death  him  who 
stretched  out  his  uncommissioned  hand  to  stay  but  the  material 
ark ;  before  the  heart-Searcher,  whose  invisible  stroke  swept  in¬ 
stantly  away  those  who  “lied  not  unto  man,  but  unto  God.” 

For  yourselves  and  for  others,  it  is  of  the  greatest  moment  that 
you  answer  not  this  question  carelessly  or  wrongly  ;  for  others — for 
who  can  fix  limits  or  ends  to  the  disastrous  issue  to  souls  for  which 
Christ  died,  and  to  the  whole  Church,  of  the  commencement  of  a 
faithless,  indolent,  unfruitful  ministry? — for  yourselves — for  the  error 
is  by  all  human  means  one  which  cannot  be  repaired.  Your  words 
cannot  be  unsaid  ;  your  vows  cannot  be  read  backward.  Your 
ministerial  character  is  indelible  ;  the  only  reparation  of  which  the 
case  admits  is  that  you  hereafter  rise  up  to  the  requirements  of  the 
office  which,  whilst  unfit  to  bear  it,  you  have  so  unhappily  assumed. 
And  though  the  might  of  God’s  grace  has  wrought  such  marvels  as 
this  would  be,  yet  who  may  venture  to  speculate  upon  being  the 
subject  of  such  undeserved  mercy  ?  Who  will  stake  knowingly  on 
such  a  hazard  his  own  or  his  brother’s  salvation  ?  And,  after  all, 
such  cases  are  not  the  rule,  but  the  exception.  As  the  rule,  the 
ministry  continues  in  its  leading  character  as  it  commences.  There 
is,  of  course,  a  growth  in  every  living  ministry,  a  growth  from  the 
weak  uncertainty  of  infancy  to  the  confirmed  strength  of  perfect 
manhood  ;  a  growth  in  knowledge,  comprehension,  power,  skill, 
insight,  faith  and  love ;  but  whilst  there  is  growth  on  all  sides  in  a 
living  ministry,  growth  is  not  in  the  dead.  The  increase  of  cor¬ 
ruption  is  there  the  only  change.  This  is,  indeed,  the  enemy’s  sad 
mockery  of  growth ;  the  development,  within  each  false  ambassador 
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of  Christ,  of  the  character  of  Antichrist ;  the  full  ripening  and  per¬ 
fecting  of  selfishness,  in  one  of  its  various  forms  of  covetousness,  or 
lust,  or  worldliness,  or  utter  sloth  and  carelessness ;  the  contracting 
and  the  hardening  of  the  soul ;  the  dulling  of  all  conscience,  till  it 
sleeps,  to  awake  only  in  the  terrible  form  of  the  worm  which  dieth 
not. 

This,  I  say,  is  the  ordinary  law  and  rule  of  an  unfaithful  minis¬ 
try.  Instead  of  the  man  being  made  better,  as  the  tempter 
whispers  to  you  he  will  be,  he  is  made  worse  by  his  careless  rushing 
into  Holy  Orders.  With  them  come  new  temptations  and  new  re¬ 
quirements  ;  new  risks,  that  is,  on  both  sides ;  and  he  has  grace  for 
neither ;  and  so  he  falls,  and  falls  lower  than  other  men ;  falls,  as 
perhaps  he  never  would  have  fallen  as  a  layman — falls,  certainly, 
into  deeper  gulfs  of  sin  and  woe  than  he  could  otherwise  have 
reached.  God’s  Word,  with  which  he  must  have  some  familiarity, 
like  daily  handled  fire,  hardens  utterly  his  soul ;  God’s  message 
spoken,  but  not  listened  to,  make  deaf  his  ear ;  the  visions  of  judg¬ 
ment  and  of  peace,  on  which  he  has  gazed  unfeelingly,  have 
turned  his  sense  of  sight  to  blindness.  And  even  if  he  reach  not 
this  depth  of  woe,  there  are  many  lesser  woes  for  him  who  has  en¬ 
tered  with  thoughtlessness  upon  this  great  charge.  All — even  the 
most  thoughtful  and  prepared — find,  it  may  be,  as  they  go  on,  that 
they  knew  not  whither  they  should  be  led,  when  first  they  began 
thus  to  follow  Christ.  His  net  caught  them,  and  they  were  taken  ; 
His  voice  allured  them,  and  they  followed  Him  ;  but  they  knew 
not  at  first  how  verily  they  should  be  made  like  Him,  made  to 
drink  of  His  cup  and  to  be  baptized  with  His  Baptism ;  on  to  this 
He  leads  them,  step  by  step ;  for  this,  day  by  day,  His  grace  en¬ 
ables  them ;  and  so  upheld,  they  can  endure  all  things.  But  who 
can  paint  the  bitter  anguish  through  which  they  must  pass,  who 
without  a  full  trust  in  Him,  and  well  nigh  without  his  presence,  are 
met  by  these  temptations,  and  overtaken  in  this  storm  ?  It  is  most 
commonly  with  a  heart  almost  broken  that  such  men  pass  to  life  ;  it 
is  as  by  fire  that  they  are  saved.  Surely,  then,  this  is  an  awful  an¬ 
swer  for  any  of  us  to  pronounce  ;  and  one  concerning  which  it  be¬ 
comes  us  to  search  with  all  diligence  whether  we  can  make  it  with 
anything  of  Christian  confidence  and  truth.  Let  us,  therefore,  for 
a  few  minutes,  go  on  to  the  consideration  of  this  question, — When 
may  we  trust  that  we  are  inwardly  called  by  the  Holy  Ghost  to 
undertake  this  office  ? 

Now,  it  will  help  us  to  answer  this  question  aright,  if  we  first 
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clear  away  some  of  the  manifestly  insufficient  grounds  on  which 
men  are  led  to  make  this  choice.  Clearly,  then,  it  is  not  enough 
•to  choose  it  as  men  may  choose  lawfully  any  ordinary  business  or 
profession.  It  is  not  to  be  thought  that  a  man  is  moved  inwardly 
by  the  Holy  Ghost  to  undertake  it,  when  he  enters  upon  it  merely 
because  it  is  an  honorable  profession,  and  has  attached  to  it  a  cer¬ 
tain  rank,  respectability,  or  endowment ;  or  because  his  friends  have 
designed  it  for  him  ;  still  less,  because  he  has  a  family  living, waiting 
for  him  ;  or  has  good  prospects  of  preferment ;  or,  least  of  all  be¬ 
cause  he  is  unfit  for  any  other  business  or  calling. 

Of  all  these,  though  in  different  degrees,  we  may  most  assuredly 
assert,  that  they  are  not  the  reasons  from  which  any  man  can  safely 
gather  that  he  is  called  by  the  secret  voice  of  God’s  most  Holy 
Spirit  to  be  a  watchman  for  his  brethren’s  souls,  and  an  ambassador 
of  Christ.  Many  of  them,  indeed,  may  blamelessly  come  in  as 
secondary  motives.  To  have  been  educated  for  the  work  ;  destined 
to  it  by  pious  parents ;  led  to  it  by  the  outward  appointments  of 
God’s  Providence;  to  desire  rather  to  live  moderately  by  the  altar 
than  more  abundantly  upon  secular  earnings, — all  of  these  may 
properly  come  in  to  aid  a  choice;  but  they  must  not  be  its  basis. 
Some  desire,  at  least,  to  live  nearer  Christian  employment  and  pur¬ 
suit  than  worldly  callings  render  possible ;  some  personal  sense  of 
the  deliverence  brought  to  the  soul  by  His  Gospel ;  some  desire  to 
speak  His  precious  Name  to  others ;  some  love  for  souls ;  some  apt¬ 
ness  for  ministering  to  them  ;  some  of  the  desires  and  qualities  of 
the  Watchman,  the  Steward,  the  Shepherd,  the  Physician,  the  good 
Master  Builder,  must  be  certainly  within  us,  and  attest  the  work¬ 
ings  of  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  if  we  would  assert  safely  that  we  act 
beneath  His  guidance. 

And  these  may,  and  in  not  a  few  instances,  thank  God,  do  mount 
up  to  an  earnest  self-devoting  love  to  the  Lord,  our  Redeemer;  to  a 
supreme  desire  and  labor  to  live  in  all  things  for  His  glory ;  to  a 
spirit  burdened  with  “woe  is  me,”  and  struggling  like  a  pent  up 
fire  until  it  can  witness  unto  others  of  the  love  of  God  our  Father, 
of  the  power  of  Christ’s  cross,  of  the  healing,  ennobling  presence 
of  the  Lord,  the  Holy  Ghost.  In  such  instances  as  these,  it  is  com¬ 
paratively  easy  to  trace  the  presence  of  a  call  from  God,  but  in  the 
case  of  the  numerous  intermediate  shades  of  character,  which  lie 
between  these  and  apathy  or  coldness,  there  may  be  real  perplexity 
in  settling  this  important  question,  “Am  I  truly  called  of  God  to 
serve  Him  in  this  office  ?”  For  though  an  answer  to  this  question 
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may  oftentimes  be  obtained  by  a  careful  sifting  of  our  motives,  yet 
such  is  the  deceitfulness  of  the  heart,  that  even  after  the  belief,  at 
least,  that  they  have  so  tried  themselves,  some  may  be  led  without 
due  cause  either  to  presume  or  to  despond.  Whilst,  therefore,  it  may 
be  very  useful  to  ask  ourselves  such  questions  as  these,  To  what  do 
my  thoughts  most  naturally  turn  in  thinking  over  my  future  course? 
Do  they  mainly  settle  upon  its  ease,  or  family  enjoyment,  or  re¬ 
spectability  ?  Or,  on  the  other  hand,  upon  its  labors,  its  fellow¬ 
ship  with  Christ,  its  gloryfying  God,  and  its  eternal  crown?  and 
though  the  answers  to  these  questions  may  give  us  some  insight  into 
the  state  of  our  hearts,  yet  even  here  it  will  be  especially  needful 
for  us  to  remember  that  it  is  not  of  feelings  one  way  or  the  other 
that  the  great  question  should  be  asked  ;  it  reaches  far  deeper  into 
the  centre  of  our  being,  and  these  lighter  airs  of  feeling  may  be 
nimble  as  the  gales  of  summer,  or  charged  thick  with  clouds  and 
sadness,  when  the  central  man  is  of  a  mind  wholly  other  from  their 
mutable  and  deceitful  aspect. 

Let  this,  then,  be  your  question,  What  am  I  ?  And  how  may  you 
learn  that,  but  by  seeing  what  you  are  in  act  and  under  trial;  what 
are  your  ordinary  motives,  what  is  your  ordinary  conduct  ?  And 
examine  this,  not  by  settling  what  will  be  your  conduct  under  im¬ 
agined  trials ;  but  by  seeing  what  it  has  been  hitherto  in  actual 
trials.  Are  you  living  as  a  witness  to  Christ,  or  for  Antichrist? 
Are  you  resisting  sloth,  the  rule  of  pleasure  and  self-indulgence,  or 
are  you  yielding  to  them?  Are  you  now  cursing  your  brethren, 
or  not  caring  for  them,  or  are  you  already  blessing  them  ?  Is  your 
Lord  dear  to  you  ?  have  you  groaned  beneath  the  burden  of  your 
sinful  being  ?  and  has  He  turned,  or  is  He  promising  to  turn,  those 
groans  to  joy?  Do  you  know  anything  of  the  sinfulness  of  sin,  of 
the  sharpness  and  hardness  of  maintaining  a  warfare  with  it  ?  Is 
the  Christian  life  a  reality  in  you  ?  Do  you  know  indeed  what  it  is 
to  have  a  place  in  the  kingdom  of  grace,  and  in  the  strength  of  that 
grace  do  you  desire  to  gather  in  the  lost  to  Christ,  their  Lord  and 
yours?  In  your  present  position,  are  you  seeking  to  live  so  as  to 
glorify  God?  and  is  it  your  great  aim  in  choosing  this  more  espe¬ 
cial  service  within  the  courts  of  His  house,  that  you  may  glorify 
Him  more  abundantly  ?  This  is  a  point  on  which  you  should  ob¬ 
tain  what  certainty  you  can.  His  glory  should  be  your  great  aim. 
In  whatever  measure  His  grace  has  touched  your  heart,  in  that 
measure  it  will  be  your  aim.  And  if,  indeed,  it  be  so  with  you, 
surely  you  may  hope  that  He  is  leading  you  on  to  a  higher  room  of 
service  ;  that  He  is  calling  you  and  that  you  may  dare  to  answer ; 
that  He  is  sending  you,  and  you  may  go  ;  that  you  shall  be  as  a 
sharp  and  winged  shaft  in  His  quiver ;  as  one  upon  whom  He  will 
bestow  in  that  day  the  faithful  pastor’s  crown,  bright  with  a  glory 
more  intense  than  that  of  ordinary  Christians.

Help  us 
ever  to  remember  that  we  are  stewards  of  thy  bounty,  and 
that  we  must  soon  render  an  account  of  our  stewardship. 
Enable  us  so  to  use  the  talents  entrusted  to  us,  that  we  may 
render  up  our  account  with  joy  and  not  with  grief.  May  we 
heartily  believe  that  “  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  re¬ 
ceive,”  and  that  as  “  we  give,  it  shall  be  given  unto  us.”  May 
we  ever  remember  that  our  alms  are  before  thee.  Bless  all 
who  aid  this  work  by  their  prayers  and  their  offerings,  and 
gr.mt  that  we  may  strive  with  one  mind  for  thy  Glory  and  the 
salvation  of  men,  and  so  the  bounds  of  thy  blessed  Kingdom 
may  be  enlarged ;  till  at  length  the  whole  of  thy  dispersed, 
sheep  being  gathered  into  One  Fold  shall  become  partakers  of 
everlasting  life ;  by  the  merits  and  death  of  Jesus  Christ  our 
Saviour.
